raised. The campaign 
against Proposition E, en 
the Los Angeles county bat- 
lot, is keyed to this simple 
assault. 


Proposition E would out- 


Uw poker parlors in the 
county. In the opinion of 
the county counsel it would 
bar even friendly games in 
private homes. 


If it is passed, the free- 


swinging days of Gardena 
are done. Even in Gardena 
there is little optimism. 


Ope glum parlor operator 
says simply: 


It's pretty hwd to go 


out and campaign for mil- 
lions of votes to save pok- 
er-"

That operator, and the 
owners of the <>ther fine 
card clubs in Gardena, re- 
member some days when 
the city itself almost kicked 
out the clubs, fa I960, for 
example, a proposition to 
outlaw poker in Gardena 
was defeated by the thin 
margin of 4,564 to 3,755. 
That was the fourth time 
Gardena voters had saved 
the clubs. Last spring the 
clubs won another election, 
5,905 to 3,619. 


Those victories in Gar- 


dena do not make the poker 


palace operators very 
happy. 


"If we couidrt't do better 


than that in the city where 
w« are paying taxes and 
salaries, we don't figure to 
do much in the whole cotin- 
t)-," one grumbles. 


Just the same, they have 


gathered up a small cam- 
paign fund and are fighting 
the issue on the "home 
rule" basis. 


Gardena is unique in 


Southern California. Under 
a state law providing for 
local option, it licenses 
clubs to operate draw-poker 
games. There are many 
kinds of poker—stud, for 
example, is a popular form 
— but the state' legalizes 
only one, five-card draw. 


Tteere have been sporadic 


attempts to legalize draw 
poker elsewhere ia this 
area. Soase JO years ago. 
Seal Beach briefly per- 
mitted the Airport Club to 
function. But Gardena has 
been a consistent haven, lor 
40 years, for gamblers. 


The origins of public 


poker in Gardena go back 
almost to the days of the 
COtaniinity's birth in the 
1880s. Then it was largely 
an area of dairy ranches 
and farmlands. The cow- 
pokes, milkers and farmers 
liked their poker and they 
played it openly. 


By 1930, Gardena resi- 


dents felt big enough to be- 
come a city. They incorpor- 
ated that year, with a popu- 


lation of 3.000, ar.d brought through — 1,527 
poker along with them. 
' 
Three of the four 


The "home rule" issue 


was stroeg then. Los An- 
geles had already annexed 
Wilmington, San Pedro and 
other areas in the south- 
eastern part of the county. 
Gardena residents felt they 
had to protect their inter- 
ests—including poker. 


Not until 1946, when the 


population had soared to 
10,000, was there strong 
enough sentiment, against 
poker in Gardena to force 
an election. It was a bit- 
ter, initiative affair, with 18 
candidates in the council 
race, two tax levies and a 
ban on poker clubs on the 
ballot 


The card clubs squeaked 


to 1.106. 
incumbent 


coaadlmen were rejected. 


However narrow the defeat, 
jfee foe? of legalized gamb- 
ling in Gardena were too 
discouraged to try again 
until 1958. By then the 
population had soared to 
32,500. 


The poker clubs, mindful 


of the squeak 12 years ear- 
lier^ worked hard in this 
campaign and scored their 
greatest popular victory— 
6,27? to 2,265, In 1960. the 
foes of poker got the issue 
on the ballot again, and 
were beaten again last 
spring. 


Apparently convinced 


that Gardena's 40,000 resi- 
dents were not of a mind 


to outlaw poker themselves, 
the gambling foes succeed- 
ed in putting the poktr ban 
en the county ballot which 
voters will mark Nov. 6. 


This maneuver is based 


upon a BW state law that 
permits counties of mor« 
than 4,000.000 population to 
decide on a county-wide 
basis whether draw poker 
shall be permitted. 


The law obviously applies 


only to Los Angeles Coun- 
ty. Consequently it was 
challenged as discrimina- 
tory, but County Counsel 
Harold W. Kennedy deliv- 
ered a 28-page opinion hold- 
ing it legal, and a superior 
court backed him up. 


In his opinion, Kennedy

and upgraded in two 
elaborate processes. The 


principal ores are hema- 
tite and magnetite. 


Magnetite, 
as the 


name indicates, is mag- 
netic. The ore concen- 
trates are removed from 
the waste by passing it 
over magnetic drums. 


Hematite is removed 


by dumping the ore into 
water tanks where the 
heavier mineral material 
sinks to the bottom and 
is removed. To accomp- 
lish this Kaiser has built 
a benefaction plant cap- 
able of circulating 18,- 


000 gallons of water a 
minute. 


The water, like that 


used to s u p p l y the 
town's.300 homes,. 
shops, businesses, and 
160 dor ma tori e's, 
is brought nine miles 
from deep wells sunk in 
the desert floor.

Deeper into 
Prayer Issue

WASHINGTON W>—The 


Suprema Court, which won 
some plaudits end more criti- 
cism by ttriking down a New 
York State School prayer, is 
wading deeper into the emo- 
tional waters of church-state 
relations. 


The court agreed this week 


to hear appeals on two more 
prayer cases, having many of 
the same elements, which re- 
sulted In opposing decisions 
in lower courts. 


In Pennsylvania a three- 


judge ftderal court held un- 
constitutional a state law re- 
quiring the daily reading of 
10 verses of the Bible. Offi- 
cials of the state and of 
Abington Township appealed 
the decision, originally sought 
by Edward L. Scherftpp, a 
Unitarian living in a Philadel- 
phia suburb. 


IN MARYLAND the state 


supreme court upheld a Haiti 
more School Board regulation 
requiring that school be 
opened each day with the 
reading of one chapter from 
the Bible or a recital of the 
Lord's Prayer. Mrs, Madelyn 
E. Murray appealed. She said 
the school board ruling wa 
offensive to her and her llth 
grade son William J. Murray 
Both say they are atheists.

Rulings on the two cases 


accepted by the court this 
week coald help clarify the 
situation. But the problem of 
church-state relationships has 
been furrowing justices' 
brows for decades and any 
ruling on these cases won't 
be the final answer.

Two-Percent Boat Tax Proposed 


A meeting of vital concern to all boat owners has 


been called for Tuesday in the New State Building in 
Los Angeles. At that time the California Senate Fact- 
Finding Committee on Revenue arid Taxation wilt delve 
into the in lieu tax proposal for all boats in this state. 


. Briefly, should the tax be imposed, it would replace 


present city and county methods of taxation. It would 
be similar to the automobile fee and would mean a two- 
percent tax per year tip the market value of a boat. 


Sen. George Milter Jr., chairman of the Seriate com- 


mittee, points out that recreational boating has become 
one of the state's greatest activities with 275,000 boats 
registered this year. But, says Miller, needed facilities 
and protective and regulative service in the public as 
weB as to the boaters' interest has lagged mainly be- 
cause of inadequate financing. 


Miller promises that all interested, parties will be 


given a chance to present their side of the story at the 
Tuesday hearing. Anybody interested may call MAdison 
0-3030 Monday for the hour and room where the hearing 
will be held. Inasmuch as state offices were closed Friday 
and Saturday, it was impossible at this writing to get 
that information.. 


THE LOWER DRAINAGE AREA of the Sisquoc 


River in Santa Barbara County always has presented a 
problerh to fisheries experts who strive; to keep it as a 


. trout stream, but who are hopelessly swamped by a 


population of rough fish (chubs). 


In order to help that situation, the Department of 


Fish and Game has planted 1,300 Coosa bass (commonly 
called redeye bass) 'from Tennessee, Already the redeyes 
have gone to work and virtually eliminated the chubs in 
the lower pools of the river. 


The fish never gets much larger than 10 Inches, but 


It has a voracious appetite and is a good tighter when 
taken on light tackle. It likes lures In fast water, but 
prefers grasshoppers and crickets in the pools. The fish 
thrives in marginal water too warm for trout and too 
small for other species of bass. 


; 
If this experiment is successful, DFG men point out, 


fishabte populations of the redeye bass should be avail- 
able within two or three years. 


Also, if the bass clean out the chubs, it may give 


the DFG a chance to plant more trout in upper parts of 
the river and thereby provide a new rainbow fishery 
for the- anglers of Southern California.

When the bureau finally finishes its job, 500,000 cat- 


fish fingerlings will have been planted, and many of 
those fingerlings will be kingsize cats by 1964 or 1965. 


That section of the Colorado River has gradually 


lost its fish life because of the diversion of much water 
through tiie Palo Verde Dam and low water has inter- 
fered with th« migration of channel catfish upstream. 


Resort owners have prodded the Department of Fish 


and Game. DFG officials, in turn, pointed out that the 
problem was one that affected both California and Ari- 
zona and that some agency would have to work out the 
solution. Needless to say, resort owners haven't been 
very happy about the situation. Some have turned to 
water skiers and have forgotten fishing entirely. 
This 


present plan may restore a fishery that was practically 
lost. It attracted hundreds of Long Beach-area residents.

Votir ieldwin Cooler 


iudo, the 'Gentle Way,1 permits 


followers to develop mind, body

p o u n d Roxanne 


Mealer walks onto the tatansi, 


bows to her sensai and then stands 
patiently awaiting his outers. "Some 
nagewaza," barrel-chested John Og- 
den orders. 


The slenderly built girt walks up 


to a youth. With a purposeful shriek, 
she flips the youth over her shoulder 
and onto the mat with a thud. 


The young man is 17, Roxanne is 


10, He outweighs her by 70 pounds. 


But Roxanne is not unique as a 


judoka (Judo participant). There are 
students as young as 6 at Ogden's 
Judo School i« Long Beach, one of 
24 recognized Judo-schools in South- 
ern California. Other schools ia the 
area include the Long Beach Judo 
School, 1677 Seabright Ave., operated 
by Mas Nakaoko, and the Kodokan 
Judo Do jo-School'at Garden Grove, 
run by Shag Okada, and belonging to 
the Judo Black Belt Federation and 
the Amateur Athletic Union. Both 
Nakaokofaml Okada have Fifth De- 
gree Black Belt rating, 


0GDEN, WHO OPERATES his 


school on East Anaheim Street, says 
the popularity of the sport was given 
impetus by service men stationed in 
Japan during World War 11 and the 
Korean conflict. 


"It was then they cleared up 


some misconceptions they bad about 
Judo," Ogden said. "They had thought 
of Judo as a bloody sport in which 
persons poked fingers in eyes or de- 
livered a rabbit punch to the back of 
the neck. In Japan, these service men 
saw Judo in a new perspective." 


Judo, meaning "the gentle way" 


in Japanese, is described by its fol 
lowers as a way of life in which the 
student develops both mind and body, 
emphazing mental relaxation and 
physical coordination. The physical 
emphasis is on leverage and balance 
Weight, strength, age, sex are of lit- 
tle importance, 


Inside a typical Judo school 


there is silence except for the soft 
scuffling of bare feet on the mat — 
the tatami. The instructor, the sen- 
sai, directs the students to sit qUiet- 
ly on the mat. All wear the tradition- 
al Judo-gi, a costume composed of a 
white cotton jacket, trousers 
and 


cloth belt. 


"HA J1ME" (begin) shouts t h e 


sensai. Contestant^, square off in 
pairs, bow to each Other and flip their 
opponents to the canvas with whacks 
that resound like artillery fire. A

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The Ranch With 
the lilt! Red Barn

» 'POSSUM, not particularly afraid, 
^^ crouched on top of the fence 
around the tennis court at the Fred 
H. Bixby ranch in the moonlight the 
other night, looking down with some 
superiority on a couple of leaping, 
barking ranch dogs. 


They couldn't reach him, and he 


and they knew it, but the encounter 
provided excitement for a half-hour 
or so—the first e x c i t e m e n t for 
months at La Casa de Rancho Los 
Alamitos. 


The first excitement, that is, if one 


doesn't count the .rabbits—sometimes 
30 at a time—that hop in from the 
nearby brush under cover of dark- 
ness to feed on the lush lawns. 


Or the mocking birds that raise 


their families in the century-old pep- 
per trees and occasionally fly down 
to battle with the dogs. 


ALL IS SILENCE and serenity at 


Los Alamitos Rancho, in less than two 
centuries cut down from 50 square 
miles to 1,500 acres—100 acres at the 
"home place" with the big red barn, 
at the top of E. Seventh Street in 
Long Beach, held in lifetime trust for 
the Bixby son and daughters, and 
MOO acres controlled by the Fred H. 
Bixby Ranch Co. east of 101 High- 
Way overlooking the Marina. 


There will be much excitement, be- 


ginning next year, when an $18 mil- 
lion development, deluxe multi-units, 
rises on the ranch land. 


"They'll be on the hills, with a view 


of the ocean and the Marina; they'll 
be two stories high, with a feeling 
of space—gardens, patios," explains 
George J. Salzer of the Ranch Co. 
(If he had a title, it would be "man- 
ager," but in that casual way of the 
Bixbys, beloved by employes and 
friends, nobody ever bothered to give 
him a title.) 


Los Alamitos Rancho is part of the 


Los Nietos land grant which Pedro 
Fages, Spanish governor of Califor- 
nia, gave in 1784 to Manuel Nieto, a 
Spanish soldier who had served under 
him. 
The grant, "bounded on the 


north by the foothills and on the 
south by the ocean." was 50 mites 
square, lying from the San Gabriel 
foothills to the ocean, between the 
Santa Ana River and the -San Ga- 
briel River which at that time emp- 
tied into the ocean near Wilmington. 


AT FIRST IT was 300,000 acres, 


but because it encroached on the 


3= property of the San Gabriel Mission, 
jp it was: reduced by half—to 150,000 
- .. acres. 


Southland residents often refer to Los Alamitos Rancho. east of Long 
Staffl College on E. Seventh Street, »s the "Ranch With the 8ig ReiJ Barn." 


In 1804, Don Manuel Nielo died. 


After his estate was settled, the part 
of his land known as Rancho Los 
Alamitos, comprising some 29,000 
acres, went to his son Don Juan Jose. 
The part known as Rancho Los Cer- 
ritos, of approximately the same num- 
ber of acres, went to his married 
daughter, Dona Manuela Nieto de Cota. 


(Los Cerritos Ranch House, 4600 


Virginia Road, now is a Long Beach 
historical museum. It is open to the 
public; visit it some day.) 


Alamitos Avenue and its extension 


divided the two ranches. In the park 
west of the Villa Riviera stands a 
marker that shows the division of 
the two ranches at the beach. 


In 1834 Don Juan Jose sold Rancho 


Los Alamitos to Jose Figueroa, Mexi- 
can governor of California, for $500 
—$500, scarcely a down payment on 
one of the thousands of pleasant 
homes now on the rancho property! 


DON ABEL STEARNS, a Yankee 


from Massachusetts who had taken 
out Mexican citizenship, married Ar- 
cadia Bandini, daughter of his friend, 
Don Juan Bandini of Los Angeles, in 
1841. At that time Stearns was 42 
and his bride was 14. 
- 


The following year Stearns bought 


Rancho Los Alamitos from Francisco 
Figueroa, brother of the late gover- 
nor, for $6,000, of which $1,500 was 
paid in cash and the rest ia hides 
and fellow laid down in San Pedro 
and Mazatlan. 


At the time of the sale, the official 


. list of improvements on the property 


besides 
2,043 cattle, 182 horses, 


mules, sheep and hogs, included three 
adobe houses, one covered with pitch 


. and two with rushes. These houses, 


the walls four, feet thick, had been 
built, it was said, by. Don Manuel 
Nieto, himself. That makes.the. dates 
between 1784 and 1804. 


Stearns combined the adobes into 


One house and for the next 24 years 
he and Arcadia spent their summers 
there. The adobe, the oldest landmark 
in Long Beach, is the center of the 
Los Alamitos hacienda. Rooms and 
wings have been added, making it a 
19-room house—but in the attic one 
still may see and touch the original 
bare adobe. 


DARK-EYED, spirited Arcadia pre- 


sided over Los Alamitos and "El Pa- 
lacio" in Los Angeles. Celebrities who 
visited 
California 
stayed 
at 
the 


Stearns home where aristocratic dons 
and their families attended banquets 
and balls given in their honor. 


Meanwhile, the companion Los Cer- 


ritos Rancho also had fallen into 
Yankee-become-Mexican hands; Don 
Juan 
Temple, 
who had 
cruised 


around the Horn itv a windjammer, 
married Dona Rafaela Cota, one of 
the 12 children of Dona Manuela 
Nieto de Cota, and he bought Los 
Cerritos in 1843. His wife and her 11 
brothers and sisters had bought the 
rancho from their mother. Don Juan 
paid each owner $275.75. For an ad- . 
ditional $25 he bought the ranch 
branding iron and the right to use it. 


Temple built his two-story adobe 


house in 1845. This house, after hav- 
ing been restored by the Llewellyn. 
Bixby family in 1930, was taken over 
by the City of Long Beach in 1956 
to be preserved as a historical monu- 
ment 


Horses bearing the colors of Los 


Alamitos and Los Cerritos annually 
ran a four-mile race starting from 
the south side of El Cerrito (Signal 
Hill) straight to the ocean where they 
circled a stake and raced back to the 
starting point. 
, 
• 
: 


BAD. TIMES came to the master of 


Los Alamitos. In 1859 he started to. 
build the Arcadia block in Los An^ 
geles, behind his fancy residence, "El 
Palaeio." In 1861 in order to finish 
building the Arcadia block, named for 
his wife, he mortgaged Raneho Los 
Alamitos to Michael Reese of San 
Francisco for $20,000 with interest at 
1 % per cent a month. 


Came 1862 and 1863, the years of 


the "big drought." Cattle died by the 
thousands. Rancho Los Alamitos Was 
advertised .for sale for $153, the 
amount of unpaid taxes on the prop- 
erty. No o-ne offered to buy it. 


In 1866, 
unable to pay off the 


mortgage, Don Abe! Stearns . lost 
Rancho Los Alamitos to Michael 
Reese by foreclosure. 


Also in 1866, Don Juan Temple 


sold Rancho Los Cerritos. ,27.000 
acres,.for $20,000 to' Flint-Bixby & 
Co., made up of Dr. Thomas Flint, 
his brother Benjamin, and Llewellyn 
Bixby. Jotham Bixby, a younger 
brother of Llewellyn, was made man- 
agetv-In 1889 Jotham Bixby bought 
a half interest in Los Cerritos, which 
then was principally a sheep ranch. 


John W. Bixby, cousin of Jotham 


and Llewellyn, came out from Maine 
to help out with the ranch. Also from 
Maine came Susan Patterson Hath- 
away, sister of Jotbam's wife. Mar- 
garet Hathnway Bixby, to help with 
the children. 


SOON JpHN and Susan were mar- 


ried, their son, Fred Hathaway Bix- 
by, was born in Wilmington in 1875. 


In 1878 John W. Bixby Subleased 


s portion of Rancho Los Alamilos 
and with his wifs and s m a l l son 
moved into the neglected old adobe, 
which had a dirt floor and sagging 
roof. 
Tlieir first night Mrs! Bixby 


cooked in kettles over an open fire. 
Her husband; nailed slats across a 
window to keep cattle from hooking 
their way into the house. That win- 
dow now can be pointed out in the 
heart of the Bixby home. 


In 1881 John W. Bixby persuaded 


I. W. Heltman, a Los Angeles banker, 
(a come in for a third interest 
Rancho Los Alamitos was bought by 
John W. Bixby, I. W. Hellman and 
the Bixby Co.—with John as the man- 
ager. 
; 


John W. Bixby and Hellman visual- 


ized great expansion, with Alamitos 
Bay as the harbor for Long Beach. It 
was a natural harbor, (The present 
harbor on the west side is man-made) 


Unfortunately, in 1887 when he 


was only 38 years old, John W. Bixby 
died. His third of Rancho Los Ala- 
mitos went to his widow, Susan, and 
their two children, Fred, 12, and 
Susanna, 7. 


Fred H. Bixby and Florence Eliza- 


beth Green were married in 1898 
shortly after they were graduated 
from the University of California at 
Berkeley. 


From then until 1906 Fred H. Bixby 


leased the property from his mother 
and sister, Mrs. John W. Bixby died 
in 1906. That year, Fred H. Bixby and 
his wife moved into the old adobe 
with their three children (soon to be 
four, and later five). 


FRED H. BIXBY was a "working 


rancher" and the ranch under bis 
management was a "working ranch," 
blooded horses, blooded cattte, up-to- 
date farming and ranching methods. 
Employes called him "Boss." 
He 


broke mules when he was in his 60s, 
he roped horses for exercise when 
he was in his 70s. 


Bixby's Shire horses and Polled 


(without horns) Herefords brought 
prizes wherever they were shown. He 
crossed Shire stallions and donkeys 
and raised the biggest, strongest 
mules in the country. 


He was president of the National 


Livestock 
Assn., president 
of the 


California State Fair Board. He gave 
a large grant to the University of

Anglers in the Long Beach- 
Orange County coastal area 
make most of their catches 
with rod and reel, but Nova 
Scotians in the Bay of Fundy 
area have a drive-in method 
that lets the tides do much 
of the work. 


The difference between the 


high and the low tides la the 
Bay of Fundy is a matter of 
20 to '25 feet. Water drains 
out swiftly in one hour. A 
few hours later it comes 
pushing back with a forcfi 
not to be denied. And when it 
rolls in it brings shad by 
the thousands; Accordingly, 
the early fishermen set high, 
heavily-braced poles into the 


sand at low tide level, alwut 
three miles out from shore 
proper. Between these poles, 
using only about the top one 
third, the fishermen 
string 


their nets a "tennis court" in 
the sea.

troduced ifi California through 
Miss Ruth I. Mahood, histori- 
cal Curator with the Eos An- 
geles County Museum. 


These hand-carved Indian 


dolls represent descendants of 
the Incas in the provinces of 
Ecuador from the capital city 
of Quito 15 miles from the 
equator, to majestic Chim- 
borazo, the highest peak in 
the Andes. 


Geographically interesting 


to children arid adults, the 
dolls always will be a rarity 
because they are created and 
dressed by only one person- 
Lilly Kraus. 


Alter beginning her career 


in London with original water- 
repellent 
artificial 
flowers, 


she opened a shop in Ecuador 
where she designed and sold 
handbags, belts, leather scrap- 
books and albums. 


AS A HOBBY, she made 


dolls — replicas of basket 
sellers of Guayaquil, dancers 
from the fiesta in Saquisili, 
poncho-clad men carrying 
flowers and produce to the 
fair — and Panama hats from 
Cuenca (More than 85 per 
cent of all Panaipa hats in 
the world are made in Ecua- 
dor). Doll-making was so fas- 
cinating that it continued to 
be her hobby after she mar- 
ried and retired from busi- 
ness.

shaped huts, some Otavado 
Indians wear sandals, many 
are barefoot, and about their 
waists are belts — chumpis— 
decorated with symbols of 
their ancient religion. 


GROUPS of w o rn e n in 


swishing skirts trot along 
with their husbands. Babies 
are usually strapped on their 
backs, and they chatter in 
Quechua (the Incan language) 
while their busy hands spin 
thread. A distaff for the wool 
is placed under the arm and 
the wool is drawn from it by 
the thumb and index fingers, 
which are moistened in tlie 
mouth of the spinner. When

Problems in Math 


fiy Harry /Corns 


glkUESTlON: "My daughter knows her math and can 


* work problems quickly in her head. Yet her 


school papers reveal all sorts of m i n o r mistakes 
which cut her grade down. What's the trouble—ami 
{fee remedy?" 


ANSWER: The difficulty sounds familiar. 
A father recently described to us his experience 


with this s«venth-g r a d e r 
during the first days of this 
school term. The teacher 
had assigned review prob- 
lems in addition, subtrac- 
tion a n d multiplication— 
processes which the boy 
had mastered in fifth and 


\ sixth grade. The father spot- 


checked the boy's work and 
found the answers correct. 
But the boy brought home 
"D's." 
. 


The father's first impulse was to write a brisk 


rioie to the teacher. But he decided instead 10 give 
the son's papers a second inspection. 


True, the work had been done correctly, bui prob- 


lems had been copied incorrectly from the textbook. 
The child had gotten the right answers to the wrong 
problems. Naturally, his answers did not fit the key 
used by the teacher in grading papers. 


IN SEVERAL CASES, the youngster, while doing 


accurate work on problems correctly copied, bad nol 
done the kind of work assigned. For example, he had 
added when the book called for multiplication. An- 
other error resulted from writing numbers careless- 
ly; a nine was written like a seven. 


He had copied his work a second time for the 


sake of neatness and in doing so had put down wrong 
numbers-—purely a mechanical error which did not re- 
flect on his mathematical ability but which neverthe- 
less cost him a grade point 


To describe such mistakes is to prescribe the 


remedy—greater care. Encourage your child to: 


1. Double-check and make sure all numbers are 


copied correctly. 


2. Write numbers clearly and distinctly and avoid 


making sevens like nines, zeroes like sixes, and sixes 
like ones. 


3. Determine whether symbols require addition, 


subtraction or multiplication, 


4. Do neat work the first time, thus avoiding the 


chances of error that go with copying work over. 


5. Place each number where it belongs in relation 


to other numbers. Numbers out of line don't add up 
to the right answer.

During the 143- 
day tramp he sent weekly dis- 
patches ahead to the paper, 
recounting his experiences en 
routt, in typical Lummis vein 
—dramaUc, often lurid, not 
always credible. 


AND THIS was an incon- 


gruity. 
Because 
the man 


came from a strict New Eng- 
land background where right 
was right, wrong was wrong, 
and a fact in fancy dress was 
suspect. And he was a min- 
ister's son. 


From the time vhat his 


mother died when he was 3, 
Charles lived in a predomi- 
nately feminine world, first 
with relatives and later in a 
female . .seminary where his 
father taught after giving up 
the ministry. The boy was 
willful and spoiled from the 
undivided attention of so. 
many young women. 


Here began a life of non- 


conformity and studied show- 
manship upon which his Pur- 
itan conscience never ceased 
to exact payment, if we are 
to believe that conflict be- 
tween standards and actual 
ways of life can affect man 
physically. 


Guilt created by two mar- 


riages and an illegitimate 
daughter who as a young 
woman came to live in the 
LuBimis household may have 
been contributing factors to 
his dramatic illnesses — pa- 
ralysis before the age of 30, 
from which he recovered; 
blindness from which he just 
as miraculously recovered. 


But showmanship was as 


much a part of Charles Lum- 
mis as the rarified California 
air that he wrote about when 
he became editor of 
the 


magazine. "Land of Sun- 
shine." For the magazine he 
developed a n d p u b l i s h e d 
some of the best western 
talent of the day andEl.Ali.sal 
became famous as a salon for . 
which artists and millionaire 
alike .vied for invitations. 


DON CARLOS, as Lummis 


called himself after he had 
made final rejection of the 
east,'was an author of. many 
books. Without formal train- 
ing he was 
.in 
excellent 


archeologist. lie championed 
four California Missions.. The 
King of Spain knighted him, 
lot ...writings. .011 Spain 
ift\ 


Amerivii. 
He 
fuuiuk'd 
the 


Southwest Museum. And he 
\vas a librarian. 


As city librarian for Los 


Angeles, he built one of the 
best reference departments in 
the Far West. 


That he worked hard at 


rebellion cannot be denied. 
However some of his hi-jlnks 
point more to an inordinate 
need for attention. But the 
stories made good telling — 
spreading mustard en pie, 
preferring flint and steel to 
matches, b u r s t i n g into a 
roomful of guests clad only 
in loosely knit white under- 
wear. 


By 1928, time was running 


out for the land of sunshine's 
prime booster.

Shooting scenics with Infrared film, as described in 
accompanying article, brings .unconventional results. 


raphy is a dark red (Wrattcn 
A or equivalent) filter over 
your lens. With this setup, 
shooting is done in the same 
manner as with conventional 
Jlack - and • white materials^ 
But the resulting pictures are 
far from conventional. Blue 
skies are rendered so dark 
they look almost black; clouds 
pop out with their whiteness, 
Over-all contrast within the 
scene is increased noticeably 
over normal. Green grass and 
leaves appear white, as if cov- 
ered by snow. Details in the 
far distance of the scene show 
with remarkable clarity. The 
over-all effect of such an in- 
frared photograph is unlike 
anything possible with other 
available films, color or black- 
and-white.

This data applies to 
the use of 35mm Infrared 
film; for High Speed Infrared, 
correct exposure will be ob- 
tained at 1/25, f'16. Because 
most exposure meters will- 
not register in the infrared 
region, an actual daylight ex- 
posure index cannot be as- 
signed to the slower film. 
High Speed Inrared film car- 
ries a daylight rating of A.S.A. . 
50 when used with a dark red 
filter. 


As additional insurance for 


critical image definition, al- 
ways use the smallest lens 
opening possible under what- 
ever shooting conditions are 
present. A steady tripod is a 
virtual necessity when follow- 
ing this rule.

So 
we are assured of a good 
share of the rich, old world 
imagery in his style. 


"The Slave" is of epic 


sweep—the story of the ob- 
literation of a Jewish com- 
munity by Ukranian Cossacks 
in the 17th century; of how 
Jacob, fleeing the massacre, 
is sold into slavery to a 
farmer by bandits. In the iso- 
lated village he finds him- 
self among half-pagans. Jacob, 
learned in the Talmud, falls 
in love with his master's 
daughter Wanda. The law 
makes marriage impossible. 
But Jacob learns, and this is 
the point of the novel, that 
religion is more than ritual; 
his love teaches him that 
reality, too, constitutes true 
religion.

an older form of Japanese 
self defense. Kano observed 
that injuries were frequent 
in Jujitsu because of malici- 
ous throwings, poking, twist- 
ing and jabbing.

MF YOU have a youngster, 


don't be surprised if he 


walks in one day with a small 
four-legged animal thai re- 
sembles

smooth slippery, and without 
scales. He has probably found 
one of the various salamand- 
ers. 
Many 
children, and 


adults too, like tq collect 
amphibians (a Greek word 
meaning a double life), and 
your child may be a budding 
naturalist. 


Let him keep this fascinat- 


ing creature related to frogs 
and toads: A semi-aquatic 
terrarium will make a fine 
home for it. In other words, 
there should be both water 
and a "bank." Put water in a 
dish and then sand all around 
it level with dish edge. Cover 
the sand with fresh green 
moss and keep it damp. If 
this is too difficult to make, 
put water in an aquarium and 
a floating object onto which 


the pet can crawl. Do not put 
fish in the same tank, but a 
frog will be happy there pro- 
vided therq are a few rocks 
near toe ''bank" to create a 
shallow bathing place. Cover 
the home with a piece of 
Strong glass with .a small 
open space at one end, 


Handle the salamander pre- 


ferably only with wet hands. 


THE 1'ET will sleep days 


and stay awake nights unless 
you feed it during the day. 
It eats insects, plant lice, . 
worms, caterpillars, -ground' 
fish, slivers of raw meat. 


The common newt, pic- 


tured with this article, is an 
e a s y -1 o - keep salamander. 
After a tadpole stage, it be- 
comes a reddish eit and 
spends two or three years on 
land.

to water and develops a 
broad tail for swimming pur- 
poses. Both the eft and grown 
newt have black-rimmed red 
dots along the sides. Length 
is three to four inches. 


The 
spotted 
salamander 


has large yellow or orange 
spots on a black back. It at- 
tains seven inches and pre- 
fers land so it can be found 
under stones and fallen logs 
and easily carried home in a 
screw-top jar with air holes 
punched in the top and wet 
moss on the bottom. The 
yellow - striped 
tiger 
sala- 


mander never leaves water. 
The red salamander, marked 
with 
brown 
spots 
when 


young, enjoys both water and 
air. The giant land sala- 
mander of the west lives in . 
damp wooded areas but is 
shy and nocturnal so seldom 
seen. The newest salamander, 
obtainable from dealers, is 
the Japanese newt. 


SALAMANDER eggs may 


be collected in the spring. 
They are jelly-like and re- 
semble frog eggs. The newt's 
eggs are separate and are 
found on leaves of under- 
water plants. When removing 
eggs, take the whole plant 
.home in a bucket and water 
and put it in an aquarium 
without fish.

eggs are laid in a .mass in 


Disbud Camellias 


Camellias are prone to set- 


ting more buds.than are good 
for them with -the result that 
individual blooms have less 
quah'ty than they should. The 
California Association of Nur- 
serymen recommends disbud- 
ding this month or next, be- 
fore the plants come into 
bloom and waste their ener- 
gies on too many buds. 


Never leave two buds to- 


gether, thinning them out to 
some three or four inches 
apart .along the branches. 
When forced to choose be- 
tween two buds, pinch off the 
one that faces up into the dis- 
figuring element? of sun and 
rain.

SOUTH AFRICA PONDERS

To TV or Not TV 


By WILBUR C. LANDUEY 


1OHANNESBURG (DPI)—South Africa is one of 


the few civilized places, in the world without 


television, 


.There isn't any—.a fact striking to Americans and 


Europeans used to (heir livingroom television. Most 
other things in South Africa arc mighty like home 
here in contrast to the newly independent and un- 
der-developed states to the North. 


Television is corning licrc, too—but WHEN is 


an explosive question both politically and tc.ch- 
nically. 


While the black African states to tire north are 


in a. hurry to acquire television stations as status 
symbols and as a means to reach largely illiterate 
populations, South Africa is in no hurry. 


" * • • ' + 
+ 
ONE NEWSPAPER earlier this year predicted it 


would come in 18 months. The minister of posts 
and telegraphs, Dr. Albert Hertzog, reported in 
parliament that as far as he could see South Africa 
would never have television at all. 


The best guessers vvould guess "never at all" 


means 1065 or 1966. 


The launching of Telslar — • with its promise of 


ecvntual international television — brought the 
question back into the political areana again. As 
the anti-government "Rand Daily Mail" commented 
them 


"Before many years are out, television will be 


worldwide and the efforts of our government to 
isolate us from . its effects will seem even more 
ridiculous than they are now." 


RAIHO IN SOUTH AFRICA is run by a public 


corporation — the South African Broadcasting Corp. 
(SABC). The act under which it operates left the 
decision on television squarely up to the govern- 
ment. 


Critics have sometim.es charged that the go- 


slow on television is another attempt to "isolate" 
South Africans from a hostile outside world, 


The question is complicated. Like most things 


in this country, it is bedeviled by the fact that 
while South Africans are divided into those whose 
first language is English and those whose first lan- 
guage is Afrikaans. 


To start television, there would be a ready-made 


supply of programs in English from America and 
Britain. But Afrikaans is spoken nowhere outside, 
of South Africa, although Dutch and Flemish are 
similar. The government, an Afrikaner nationalist 


. government, is sensitive to the problem. 


* * * 
ANOTHER PROBLEM is how many channels to 


allot. Will there he separate English and Afrikaans 
language channels as in sound broadcasting, or 
will there be only one channel for the whites which 
will help familiarize each group with the other's 
language? 


And what about channels for the black Africans 


who outnumber the whites by three.to one? 


Finally, there is some concern over the moral 


: effect of television on South African youth. Dr. 
Hertzog already has pointed out that a British com- 
mission of inquiry has found TV a major cause of 
teen-age crime. 


In all this, the South African press has been, 


torn between the desire to chide the government 
for heel-dragging and the fear of possible compe- 
tition when television comes. 


I understand TV doesn't 


guarantee programs as sched- 
uled, but when .I sit up late 
to watch a program as impor- 
tant as ' felt that one might 
be, entitled "Argument—Ben 
Hunter—What to Do About 
Cuba," I'd like to know what 
caused the cancellation.

Dr. Kai Setala of 
Helsinki University, claims he has devised a 
simple means of eliminating Strontium 90 fron 
the human body, removing it from the sweat and 
saliva where it concentrates. The antidote is a 
soapy white substance trade-named Beronium. It 
is being manufactured in three forms •— a pill, 
a skin lotion, and a toothpaste — by the Finnish 
drug firm of Berner i Co., which has applied 
for provisional patents in 42 countries. 
Experiments are currently underway on animals. 


HORSE SALES UP. TV westerns have not only 
helped booa the gun business but also the sale 
of horses on the installment plan -- especially 
in Canada.

VATICAN CtTV. 


FEW OF THE THOUSANBS at the Ecumenical Council 
now meeting here may notice a slim figure who al- 
ways seems to be at the side of Pope John XXIII. 


Yet the awe-inspiring proceedings of the first such 


world assembly of the Roman Catholic Church in 92 
years owe thrir flawless functioning to him: Msgr. 
Enrico Dante, 78-year-old Prefect of the Masters of 
Pontifical Ceremonies. Other faiths art present as 
observers. 


Once described by a neictman as "ringmaster of 


the most magnificent ihoie on earth," he a responsible 
fat staging all rituals taking place in the Vatican and 
all functions anytthere invoicing the Pope. The meet- 
ing, note under tcay in the gold and scarlet-trapped 
Council Hall represents M«gr. Dante's greatest lest. 


Long years of service at the Vatican, including 15 


years in his present post, have prepared him for this 
challenge. Up to this week, his masterpiece of spec- 
tacle-staging is generally considered to have been Pope 
John's coronation. In fact, it was Msgr. Dante who, 
on that eventful day of Novcmlwr 4, 1958, placed the 
golden tiara on the head of Cardinal Roncalli, thus 
officially making him the new Pontiff. 


Msjjr. Dante's coolness and calm have been strongly 


tested since (hen. For the present Pontiffs informality, 
his disregard of protocol and his dislike of schedules 
have kept his prefect on a continuous alert. The Poire 
can order a last-minute change in itinerary, suddenly 
decide to visit an old friend or a church lie had seen 
years before. Frequently he has stopped to talk with 


someone ami thrown a carefully arranged program 
out of kilter. 


During t"« Pope's $958 visit to Rome's city jail, 


an eiuploye, instead of kneeling when being pre- 
sented, ran forward and extended his band. Some of 
the prelates gasped in horror, but Msgr. Dante only 
smiled and,imperceptibly edged the over-friendly em- 
ploye to one side. 
' 


AlsKr. Dante hat alu-ayt able to avoid situations. 


Sometimes he ha* had no choice bat to dote hit eyes. 
In 1959 the Pope wot to Trastecere, the tcorkerf 
dittrkl of Rome, tt-here he gave communion to 46 
lioys. During, the reception one of tlie mothtn ogered 
him a cup of coffer and a bun. Witfcout a moment's 
hctilation Joha *aidt "t accept with thank*," and 
started eating heartily, 


The advent of tekvision has brought some new and 


disturbing elements into Msgr. Dante's work. This 
year tfce Pope resumed visiting the Lenten Stations 
after a lapse of 200 years. While he was delivering a 
.church sermon, huge spotlights set up for televising 
ibe ceremony flashed around the interior, blinding 
spectators! In the middle of a sentence the Pope 
abruptly stopped and said to Msgr. Dante, "Take those 
bothersome things away." The prefect made a quick 
gesture and the lights immediately went off. Then he 


: was seen to disappear from the Pope's side for a fsvy 
minutes. When the lights came oh again, they were 
softer and stationary. 


• 
AudienceMinager 


Msgr. Dante's day-to-day task is the directing of 


papal audiences. Endless visitors want to meet the 
Pope, who every day devotes five hours to receiving 
individuals and groups. These can be anything from a 
(cam of bicycle racers to heads of governments. 


Recently member* of an Italian event performed 


their acts in the Hall of Audience*. The etent recalled 
medieval time*, tehen fugg/m and acrobat* tccrc in 
constant attendance upon the pope*. Msgr. Dante ( 
handled this with the lame aplomb tcith which he 
tmoothed the icay for General Eaeahoaxf and mem- 
burs of the Kennedy family. 
' 


Showmen from many countries have watched with 


admiration as Msgr. Dante's long, ivory-toned fingers 
move constantly but without haste, as he subtly 
.orders or reminds participants where and when to 
stand, sit or knee], to speaker remain silent. 


His flair for coordination, as he keeps things mov- 


ing with unobtrusive gestures and whispered instruc- 
tions, steins from a unique combination of athlete and 
organizer. When young he was an enthusiastic foot- 
ball and tennis player, went in for kmg-distancc 
swimming and mountain climbing. As a young priest 
he helped develop the Pro Roma athletic organization, 
later to become the Rome professional football team, 
one of the most important in Italy. 


Msgr. Dante almost had a diplomatic career. But, 


he says, "i failed as a diplomat before I began." This 
happened in 1923 when Pope Benedict XV wanted 
him to reopen—after World War 1—the Apostolic 
Nunciature in Paris, filling this office wouki almost 
automatically have given him the rank of cardinal, but 
Msgr. Dante declined the offer rather than leave his 
two sisters behind in Rome. 


One of the dramas of his life has been the desire of 


two popes to make him a cardinal, ami his pious re- 
fusal of the honor. Despite this, there arc many in the 
Vatican who think that when, in 1960, Pope John 
chose three secret cardinals in peciorcC'within the 
breast") Msgr. Dante was one of these and that his 
name will be revealed at the Pope's pk-asure. 


No matter trnat ha rank, though, Enrico Dante 


trill continue to play a key role in the current ts- 
tembly, which Pope John ha* called "the moil ntof- 
«ifi and matt solemn spectacle ever offered to the 
icorld, to the angels and to men"

The truth about Tuesday Weld is that she is the 


creature of an incredible background. Her father, 
Lothrop Motky Weld, Harvard '20, was the playboy 
scion of an old,- prominent, wealthy New England 
family. Her mother, Aifeen, daughter of famed illus- 
trator Balfour Kef, was Ixthrop Weld's fourth wife. 


When Welii died of a coronary at 49 in 1946, he 


left no money. (His heart was so bad no company 
would insure him.) What he did leave was a widow 
and five children — two sons t»y a previous marriage 
ami three childtcn by his marriage to Ailcen. 


Tuesday was the last of these. She was born of a

The children went 
to school; we lived in a community of fine and thought- 
ful neighbors; lift1 was more slow and pi'!iccftil.%Then 
we started to run out of money and Tuesday became 
restless. I left the two older children with friends, 
and Tuesday and 1 went back to New York."

HERE'S A NEW SHOUT CUT to mental health, 
in more than a half-dozen American cities, patients 


with everyday, but distressing emotional disorders, ten- 
sions, depressions, family and job conflicts, are being 
helped—in 30-, 20-, and even 10-mJBute psychotherapy 
sessions by family doctors as well as psychiatrists. 


It's part of an exciting development in American 


psychiatry. There are slightly more than 11,000 psy- 
chiatrists to serve the entire nation. Obviously, something 
has to be done to "stretch" psychiatric treatment and put 
it within financial reach of more people. 


Mate no mistake. The brief, 20-minutc "hour" (as 


experts refer to sessions) is not replacing the ,50-minute 
hour for patients in deep psychoanalysis. Short sessions 
arc not geared to remake the patient's total personality, 
nor can they "carry" the patient for years. 


Without itching into the patient's total life history, 


brief treatment dealt with his acute, immediate prob- 
lems, making to overcome urgent f motional 
difficulties. 


"The short session," says Dr. William F. Shecley, of 


the American Psychiatric Association, "is the only prac- 
tkal way to treat vast numbers of patients, many of 
whom cannot and should not be psychoanalyzed."

cago, Los Angeles, New York, New Orleans, Boston, 
Columbus (Ga.)r and elsewhere—brief therapy means 
relief from emotional problems for a total cost of $100, 
$50, or even a* little as $25. 


"The brief treatment session is a trend of the future," 


declares a Columbus, Ga., psychiatrist, Dr. Leonard T.

mon. Dr. Bertram B. Moss of -Chicago, chiirman of the 
Illinois Academy of General Practice mental health com- 
mittee, tells of a 34-year-old divorcee who complained of 
stomach cramps. 


She had no physical problems, so Dr. Moss asked her 


to discuss anything she deemed important. In a singfc 
session, the patient revealed that she was going out with 
two men. On dates with one of them, she disclosed, the 
stomach discomfort occurred. With the other, it did not- 


Then she told why one of her suitors made her feel 


tense and jittery. The next day-—after "ventilating" her 
problem (a vital process in any type of psychotherapy), 
the stomach pains disappeared. She made her choice and 
has heen free of symptoms for several weeks. 


Depressions, arising from death in the family, illness, 


or job difficulties, yield at times to brief therapy. 
- 


Dr. Francis Nicollc of New Orleans tells of a 33-year- 


old mother of three who became terribly depressed be- 
cause she disliked her stepfather. In just six sessions, she 
came 10 understand the source of her depression. Her 
guilt feelings were alleviated ami she happily returned to 
her duties as wife and mother. 


Sudden but common stress periods bring countless 


candidates for brief therapy to the doctor's office. 


A 55-year-old California woman used to break out in 


a rash every time her son and daughter-in-law had a 
marital spat. The rash covered her hands and caused her 
endless grief and pain. In just three brief sessions, she 
began to accept the fact that her son and daughter-in- 
law rcatly loved each other and that their arguments 
were "normal." With this realization, her rash gradually 
disappeared. She has been symptom-free for months. 
T 


HIS WOMAN has a "fragile" personality and may need 
brief thempy again as other stressful situations arise, 


but therapy will always be available to help cushion her 
emotional upheaval. Hers is not an exceptional case. As 
Dr. William B. Terhtme of the Silver Hill Foundation, 
New Canaan, Conn., points out, "Every individual ex- 
periences serious stress several times in life which may 
require treatment." 


Where can the patient go for brief, low-cost psycho- 


therapy? hi a few cities around the U. S., psychiatrists 
offer it. Some outpatient psychiatric clinics do, too. 


Perhaps the mosi heartening fact, though, is that an 


estimated 2,500 general practitioners, family doctors, 
now are trained to gtce brief psychotherapy, or will be 
in the near future. 


To this end, the American Psychiatric Association and 


the American Academy of General Practice are stepping 
up training programs so that more GP's will be able to 
help their patients over tough emotional hurdles. 


"It's a wonderful way to practice," says Dr. Moss, 


"a way in which the family doctor-can shine again." *

Special Cases

than the demand. That's why Ontario adver- 
tises for parents for youngsters who are older, 
«ho may have a handicap or two or perhaps 
who arc the issue of a mixed union.

She was 8W and nobody came 
along who was charmed by her peppy person- 
ality, her warm expressive eyes or her sweet 
smile. Stu: lived in a shelter with 14 girls.

Radio is also 
used to tell couples about available children.

Cardenas Poker Kings Gloomy

raised. The c a m p a i g n 
against Proposition E, on 
the Los Angeles county bal- 
lot, is keyed to this simple 
assault 


Proposition E would out- 


law poker parlors in the 
county. In the opinion of 
the county counsel it would 
bar even friendly games in 
private homes. 


If it is passed, the free- 


swinging days of Gardena 
are done. Even in Gardena 
there is little optimism. 


One glum parlor operator 
says simply: 


It's pretty hard to go 


out and campaign for mil- 
lions of votes to save pok- 
er." 
That operator, and the 
owners of the other fine 
card clubs in Gardena, re- 
member some days when 
the city itself almost kicked 
out the clubs. In I960, for 
example, a proposition to 
outlaw poker in Gardena 
was defeated by the thin 
margin of 4,564 to 3,755. 
That was the fourth time 
Gardena voters had saved 
the clubs. Last spring the 
clubs won another election, 
5,905 to 3,619. 


Those victories in Gar- 


dena do not make the poker 


palace operators very 
happy. 


"If we couldn't do better 


than that in the city where 
we are paying taxes and 
salaries, we don't figure to 
do much in the whole coun- 
ty." one grumbles. 


Just the same, they have 


gathered up a small cam- 
paign fund and are fighting 
the issue on the "home 
rule" basis. 


Gardena is u n i q u e In 


Southern California. Under 
a state law providing for 
local option, it 
licenses 


clubs to operate draw-poker 
games. There are many 
kinds of poker—stud, for 
example, is a popular form 
— but the state legalizes 
only one, five-card draw. 


There have been sporadic 


attempts to legalize draw 
poker elsewhere in this 
area. Some 10 years ago. 
Seal Beach briefly per- 
mitted the Airport Club to 
function. But Gardena has 
been a consistent haven, for 
•40 years, for gamblers. 


The origins of public 


poker in Gardena go back 
almost to the days of the 
community's birth in the 
1880s. Then it was largely 
an area of dairy ranches 
and farmlands. The cow- 
pokes, milkers and fanners 
liked their poker and they 
played it openly. 


By 1930, Gardena resi- 


dents felt big enough to be- 
come a city. They incorpor- 
ated that year, with a popu- 


lation of 3,000, and brought 
poker along with them. 


The "home rule" issue 


was strong then. Los An- 
geles had already annexed 
Wilmington, San Pedro and 
other areas In-the south- 
eastern part of the county. 
Gardena residents felt they 
had to protect their inter- 
ests—including poker. 


Not until 1946. when the 


population had soared to 
10,000. was there strong 
enough sentiment against 
poker in Gardena to force 
an election. It was a bit- 
ter, initiative affair, with 18 
candidates in the council 
race, two tax levies and a 
ban on poker clubs on the 
ballot. 


The card clubs squeaked 


through — 1.527 to 1,106. 
Three of the four incumbent 
councilmen were re-elected. 
, However narrow the defeat, 
the foes of legalized gamb- 
ling in Gardena were too 
discouraged to try again 
until 1958. By then the 
population had soared to 
32.500. 


The poker clubs, mindful 


of the squeak 12 years ear- 
lier, worked hard in this 
campaign and scored their 
greatest popular victory— 
6.277 to 2,265. In I960, the 
foes of poker got the issue 
on the ballot again, and 
were beaten again last 
spring. 


Apparently convinced 


that Gardcna's 40,000 resi- 
dents were not of a mind 


to outlaw poker themselves, 
the gambling foes succeed- 
ed in putting the poker ban 
on the county ballot which 
voters will mark Nov. 6. 


This maneuver is based 


upon a new state law that 
permits counties of more 
than 4,000,000 population to 
decide on a county-wide 
basis whether draw poker 
shall be permitted. 


The law obviously applies 


only to Los Angeles Coun- 
ty. Consequently it was 
challenged as discrimina- 
tory, but County Counsel 
Harold W. Kennedy deliv- 
ered a 28-page opinion hold- 
ing it legal, and a superior 
court backed him up. 


In his opinion, Kennedy

DESERT TOWN DIGS ORE FOR JAPAN

EAGLE MOUNTAIN 


—This sunbaked Mojave 
desert mining town of 
1,800, and Long Beach 
joined last week in one 
of the most ambitious 
export operations in 
West Coast history. 


The undertaking in- 


volved shipment of 10 
million tons of high- 
grade iron ore to Japan 
during the next decade. 


The ore is to be dug 


out and processed on 
this 6,000-acre mineral 
claim owned and oper- 
ated by the Kaiser Steel 
Corp. in this rubble- 
strewn h i g h l a n d CO 
miles east of Indio. 


It is to be carried to 


Long Beach Harbor at 
the rate of 1,000 ore cars 
a month for stockpiling 
and transpacific ship- 
ment from a new S4.5- 
million shiploading ter- 
minal being built on 
Pier G. 


First ship in the new 


trade, MV Okitsu Maru, 
is scheduled to arrive in 
Long Beach Friday. The 
Okitsu Maru and an 
identical sister ship were 
built especially for the 
operation. 


The red-black ore, 


which comes in two tex- 
tures — fine grain-like 
sand and one-inch bits 
—is to be turned into 
steel at plants owned by

the Mitsubishi Corp., 
Japan's 
largest indus- 


trial empire. 


The construction men 


are working around the 
clock to complete the 
fully automated pier fa- 
cility which includes a 
vast underground stock- 
pile, conveyor system 
and bunkers. 


At the peak operation 


about one-third of the 
ore taken from the open 
pits at Eagle Mountain 
xvill go to Japan; the re- 
m a i n i n g 3'^-miIlion 


tons a year will be con- 
signed to Kaiser's Fon- 
tana Steel Mill, 
for 


which the mine was 
opened in 194S. 


To achieve this pro- 


duction the 435 Kaiser 
workers here must blast 
and dig out 75,000 tons 
of ore - bearing rock 
daily. 


The rough ore, which 


is below the 60 percent 
needed for blast fur- 
naces, must be crushed 
and upgraded in two 
elaborate processes. The 


principal ores arc he.T.a- 
tite and magnetite. 


Magnetite, as the 


name indicates, is mag- 
netic. The ore concen- 
trates are removed from 
the waste by passing it 
over magnetic drums. 


Hematite is removed 


by dumping the ore into 
water tanks where the 
heavier mineral material 
sinks to the bottom and 
is removed. To accomp- 
lish this Kaiser has built 
a benefaction plant cap- 
able of circulating 18,- 


000 gallons of water a 
minute. 


The water, like that 


used to s u p p l y the 
town's 300 homes, 
shops, businesses, and 
160 d o r m a t o r i e s , 
is brought nine miles 
from deep wells sunk in 
the desert floor. 


Since the ore is taken 


f r o m open diggings, 
which are a scries of 
4 5-foot-high benches

Secure 
in this assurance the invaders went ashore in the early 
morning darkness. This landing was successful. Sonic 
1,400 men landed safely in a place called the "Hay of 
Pics." 


Confidently this little group caused severe losses 


for Castro. But the air coverage never came—Castro's 
tanks moved in without bombing opposition from the 
air coverage. At the last minute the President cancelled 
authority for the invaders' planes to take off. This 
was the end of the invasion force as a combat unit.

The President admitted it was his responsibility. 


The reasons for changing his mind have never been 
given.

IN MARYLAND the state 


supreme court upheld a Balti- 
more School Board regulation 
requiring t h a t school be 
opened each day with the 
reading of one chapter from 
the Bible or a recital of the 
Lord's Prayer. Mrs. Madelyn 
E. Murray appealed. She said 
the school board ruling was 
offensive to her and her Hth 
grade son William J. Murray. 
Both say they are atheists. 


In both states children may 


be excused from participating. 


The Supreme Court moved 


into the prayer situation in a 
6-1 decision last June which 
brought sharp reaction on 
both sides of the question. 


The court held that a 


prayer prescribed by New 
York State officials for use 
in public schools violated the 
Constitution.

He is compact-sired Ed Meador. the out- 


standing -defensive corner back of the 
Rams. Usually drawing the most difficult 
receivers to.cover, the baby-faced 5-11, 
193-pound four-year veteran has been the 
sparkplug of the Ram secondary. 


In Washington last Sunday. Meador put 


handcuffs on Redskin star Bobby Mitchell 
for the first time this season, blocked one 
field goal attempt, and had a part in an- 
other blocked kick. 


How do you 'go about blocking a kick, 
Ed? 


"The whole idea is to have no one block 


you. In the Redskin game, I saw that their 
flanker back was concentrating on our in- 
side rush. So I told our linebackers to rush 
harder inside to give me more room on the 
outside." 


What was your secret to stopping 


Mitchell? 


"I was just lucky. We played quite a bit 


of zone defense, and he happened to be on 
my side. Ha'a a good receiver and one of 
the fastest men in the league." 


Who are the toughest receivers for you 


to cover? 


"Every one of them. Every team has got 


a good one today. Johnny Morris of the 
Bears always gives me a lot of trouble. It's 
funny because we are friends and were in 
the Army.together. Frank Clarke of.Dallas 
pave me -a pretty rough time and Boyd 
Dowler of-the Packers is so big, I need a 
ladder to get up to him." 


Has there been an Improvement In the 


Rams secondary this season? 


"No, as far as pass interceptions go. 


We've only Rotten two in four games. But 
we have the makings of a real good unit. 
So much of pass defending depends on a 
good pass .rush. It's hard to evaluate." 


Who do you consider the top defensive 


halfbacks?'' 


"Night'Train Lane of the Lions is one 


of the best, so is Jess Whittenton of Green 
Bay. There's Yale Lary of the Lions and 
Jim Patton of the Giants and a lot of other 
good ones."-- 


Who are the toughest runners for you 


to tackle? 


"As far as power runners, the toughest 


for me is Nick Pietrosante of thi- Lions. 
That rascal's so big, I can't get my arms 
around him. Jim Taylor and Jimmy Drown 
are both strong and tough." 


Has defense In pro football caught up 


with the offense? 


"I won't say it has caught up, but de- 


fense has become a lot more complex even 
in my four years. That is the reason the 
offenses are pressed to change their 
strategy so often now. Every team uses a 
spread at times to foul up the defense." 


Do you get kidded about your size by 


other players? 


"No, I'm as big as Arnett and Bass. No- 


body kids me on the field, but in my busi- 
ness (Ducommun Metals and Supply Co.)

Two-Percent Boat Tax Proposed 
A meeting of vital concern to all boat owners has 


.been called for Tuesday in the New State Building in 
Los Angeles. At that time the California Senate Fact- 
Finding Committee on Revenue and Taxation will delve 
into the in lieu tax proposal for all boats in this state. 


Briefly, should the tax be imposed,.it would replace 


present city and county methods of taxation. It would 
be similar to the automobile fee and would mean a two- 
percent tax per year up the market value of a boat. 


Sen. George Miller Jr, chairman of the Senate com- 


mittee, points out that recreational boating has become 
one of the state's greatest activities with 275,000 boats 
registered thli year. But, says Miller, needed facilities 
and protective and regulative service In the public as 
well as In the boaters' Interest has lagged mainly be- 
cause of Inadequate financing. 


Miller promises that all interested parties will be 


Riven a chance to present their side of the story at the 
Tuesday hearing. Anybody interested may call MAdison

THE LOWER DRAINAGE AREA of the Sisquoc 


River in Santa Barbara County always has presented a 
problem to fisheries experts who strive to keep it as a 
trout stream, but who are hopelessly swamped by a 
population of rough fish (chubs). 


In order to help that situation, the Department of 


Fish and Game has planted 1,300 Coosa bass (commonly 
called redeye bass) from Tennessee. Already the redeyes 
have gone to work and virtually eliminated the chubs In 
the lower pools of the river. 


The fish never gets much larger than 10 Inches, but 


It has a voracious appetite and Is a good fighter when 
taken on light tackle. It likes lures In fast water, but 
prefers grasshoppers and crickets In the pools. The fish 
thrives In marginal water too warm for trout and too 
small for other species of bass. 


If this experiment is successful, DFG men point out, 


fistable populations of the redeye bass should be avail- 
able within two or three years. 


Also, if the bass clean out the chubs, it may give 


the DFG a chance to plant more trout in upper parts of 
the river and thereby provide a new rainbow fishery 
for the anglers of Southern California.

AN INITIAL LOAD OF CATTISH fingerlings Is being 


planted today in the Indian Reservation section of the 
Colorado River below Parker Dam. Work is being done 
by the U. S. Bureau of Sports Fisheries and Wildlife as a 
part of the cooperative program with the states of Cali- 
fornia and Arizona to replenish and augment the popula- 
tion of catfish in the river. 


When the bureau finally finishes its job, 500,000 cat- 


fish fingerlings \vill have been planted, and many of 
those fingerlings will be kingsiie cats by 1964 or 1965. 


That section of the Colorado River has gradually 


lost its fish life because of the diversion of much water 
through the Palo Verde Dam and low water has Inter- 
fered with the migration of channel catfish upstream. 


Resort owners have prodded the Department of Fish 


and Game. DFG officials, in turn, pointed out that the 
problem was one that affected both California and Ari- 
zona and that some agency would have to work out the 
solution. Needless to say, resort owners haven't been 
very happy about the situation. Some have turned to 
water skiers and have forgotten fishing entirely. This 
present plan may restore a fishery that was practically 
lost. It attracted hundreds of Long Beach-area residents.

He sang high 
C's all day long and could 
spin them from a fortissimo 
to a pianissimo in a way that 
was uncanny.

His sing- 
ing was so beautiful, *it con- 
trolled, so refined, so effort- 
less, that one did not dare to 
defile the air with a vocal 
attempt afterwards.

bows (o her sensai and then stands 
patiently awaiting his orders. "Some 
nagewaza," barrel-chested John Og- 
den orders. 


The slenderly built girl walks up 


to a youth. With a purposeful shriek, 
she flips the youth over her shoulder 
anil onto the mat with a thud. 


Tlic young man is 17. Roxanne is 


10. He outweighs her by 70 pounds. 


But Roxanne is not unique as a 


judoka (Judo participant). There are 
students as young as 6 at Ogden's 
Judo School in Long Beach, one of 
24 recognized Judo schools in South- 
em California. Other schools in the 
area .include the Long Beach Judo 
School, 1677 Scabright Ave., operated 
by Mas Nakaoko. and the Kodokan 
Judo Dojo School at Garden Grove, 
run by Shag Okada, and belonging to 
the Judo Black Belt Federation and 
the Amateur Athletic Union. Both 
Nakaoko and Okada have Fifth De- 
gree Black Belt rating. 


OGDEN, WHO OPERATES his 


school on East Anaheim Street, says 
the popularity of the sport was given 
impetus by service men stationed in 
Japan during World War II and the 
Korean conflict. 


"It was then they cleared up 


some misconceptions they had about 
Judo," Ogden said. "They had thought 
of Judo as a bloody sport in which 
persons poked fingers in eyes or de- 
livered a rabbit punch to the back of 
the neck. In Japan, these service men 
saw Judo in a new perspective." 


Judo, meaning "the gentle way" 


in Japanese, is described by its fol- 
lowers as a way of life in which the 
student develops both mind and body, 
emphazing mental relaxation and 
physical coordination. The physical 
emphasis is on leverage and balance. 
Weight, strength, age, sex are of lit- 
tle importance. 


Inside a typical Judo school 


there is silence except for the soft 
scuffling of bare feet on the mat— 
the tatami. The instructor, the sen- 
sai, directs the students to sit quiet- 
ly on the mat. All wear the tradition- 
al Judo-gi. a costume composed of a 
white cotton jacket, trousers a n d 
cloth belt. 


"IIAJIME" (begin) shouts t h e 


sensai. Contestants square off in 
pairs, bow to each other and Hip their 
opponents to the canvas with whacks 
that resound like artillery fire. A

The teh With 
the Big Red Barn

A 'POSSUM, not particularly afraid, 


crouched on top of the fence 


around the tennis court at the Fred 
It. Bixby ranch in the moonlight the 
other night, looking down with some 
superiority on a couple of leaping, 
barking ranch dogs. 


They couldn't reach him, and he 


and they knew it, but the encounter 
provided excitement for a half-hour 
or so—the first e x c i t e m e n t for 
months at La Casa de Rancho Los 
Alamitos. 


The first excitement, that is. if one 


doesn't count the rabbits—sometimes 
30 at a time—that hop in from the 
nearby brush under cover of dark- 
ness to feed on the lush lawns. 


Or the mocking birds that raise 


their families in the century-old pep- 
per trees and occasionally fly down 
to battle with the dogs. 


ALL IS SILENCE and serenity at 


Los Alamitos Kancho, in less than two 
centuries cut down from 50 square 
miles to 1.500 acres—100 acres at the 
"home place" with the big red barn, 
at the top of E. Seventh Street in 
Long Beach, held in lifetime trust for 
the Bixby son and daughters, and 
1,400 acres controlled hy the Fred H. 
Bixhy Ranch Co. east of 101 High- 
way overlooking the Marina. 


There will be much excitement, be- 


ginning next year, when an $18 mil- 
lion development, deluxe multi-units, 
rises on the ranch land. 


"They'll be on the hills, with a view 


of the ocean and the Marina; they'll 
be two stories high, with a feeling 
of space—gardens, patios." explains 
George J. Sal?er of the Ranch Co. 
(If he had a title, it would be "man- 
ager," but in that casual way of the 
Bixbys, beloved by employes anil 
friends, nobody ever bothered to give 
him a title.) 


Los Alamitos Rancho is part of the 


Los Nietos land grant which Pedro 
Pages, Spanish governor of Califor- 
nia, gave in 1764 to Manuel Nicto, a 
Spanish soldier who had served under 
him. 
The grant, "bounded on the 


north by the foothills and on the 
south by the ocean," was 50 miles 
square, lying from the San Gabriel 
foothills to the ocean, between the 
Santa Ana River and the San Ga- 
briel River which at that time emp- 
tied into the ocean near Wilmington. 


AT FIRST IT was 300,000 acres, 


but because it encroached 
on the 


property of the San Gabriel Mission, 
it was reduced by half—to 150,000 
acres. 


In 1804, Don Manuel Nicto died. 


After his estate was settled, the part 
of his land known as Rancho Los 
Alamitos, 
comprising soine 29,000 


acres, went to his son Don Juan Jose. 
The part known as Rancho Los Cer- 
ritos, of approximately the same num- 
ber of acres, went to his 
married 


daughter. Dona Manuela Nieto dc Cota. 


(Los Cerritos Ranch House, 4600 


Virginia Road, now is a Long Beach 
historical museum. It is open to the 
public; visit it some day.) 


Alamitos Avenue and its extension 


divided the two ranches. In the park 
west of the Villa Riviera stands a 
marker that shows the division of 
the two ranches at the beach. 


In 1834 Don Juan Jose sold Rancho 


Los Alamitos to Jose Figucroa, Mexi- 
can governor of California, for $500 
—$500, scarcely a down payment on 
one of the 
thousands 
of 
pleasant 


homes now on the rancho property! 


DON ABEL STEARNS, a Yankee 


from Massachusetts who had taken 
out Mexican citizenship, married Ar- 
cadia Bandini, daughter of his friend, 
Don Juan Bandini of Los Angeles, in 
1841. At that time Stearns was 42 
and his bride was 14. 


The following year Stearns bought 


Rancho Los Alamitos from Francisco 
Figucroa, brother of the late gover- 
nor, for $6,000, of which $1,500 was 
paid in cash and the rest in hides 
and tallow laid down in San Pedro 
and Mazatlan. 


At the time of the sale, the official 


list of improvements on the property 
besides 2,013 cattle, 
182 horses, 


mules, sheep and hogs, included three 
adobe houses, one covered with pitch 
and two with rushes. These houses, 
the walls four feet thick, had been 
built, it was said, hy Don Manuel 
Nieto. himself. That makes the dates 
between 1784 and 1804. 


Stearns combined the adobes into 


one house and for the next 24 years 
he and Arcadia spent their summers 
there. The adobe, the oldest landmark 
in Long Beach, is the center of the 
Los Alamitos hacienda. Rooms and 
wings have been added, making it a 
19-room house—hut in the attic one 
still may see and touch the original 
bare adobe. 


DARK-EYED, spirited Arcadia pre- 


sided over Los Alamitos and "El Pa- 
lacio" in Los Angeles. Celebrities who 
visited 
California 
stayed 
at 
the 


Stearns home where aristocratic dons 
and their families attended banquets 
and balls jjiven in their honor. 


Southland resident* often refer to Lot Alamitot Rancho. eait of Long Beach 
State College on E. Seventh Street. «s the "Ranch With the Big Red B«rn." 


Meanwhile, the companion I.os Ccr- 


ritos Rancho also 
had 
fallen 
into 


Yankcc-bccomc-Mexican hands. Don 
Juan 
Temple, 
who 
had 
cruised 


around the Horn in a windjammer, 
married Dona Rafaela Cola, one of 
the 12 children of Dona Manuela 
Nieto de Cota, and he bought I.os 
Cerritos in 1843. His wife and her 11 
brothers and sisters had bought the 
rancho from their mother. Don Juan 
paid each owner $275.75. For an ad- 
ditional $25 he bought the ranch 
branding iron and the right In use it. 


Temple built his two-story adobe 


house in 1845. This house, after hav- 
ing been restored by the Llewellyn 
Uixby family in 1930, was taken over 
by the City of Lonp Beach in 1956 
to be preserved as a historical monu- 
ment 


Horses bearing the colors of Los 


Alamitos and Los Cerritos annually 
ran a four-mile race starting from 
the south side of El Cerrilo (Signal 
Hill) straight to the ocean where they 
circled a stake and raced back to the 
starting point 


BAD TIMES came to the master of 


Los Alamitos. In Ifi.VJ he started to 
build the Arcadia block in Los An- 
geles, behind his fancy residence, "El 
Palacio." In 1861 in order to finish 
building the Arcadia block, named for 
his wife, he mortgaged Rancho Los 
Alamitos to Michael Reese of San 
Francisco for $20,000 with interest at 
1 '/4 per cent a month. 


Came 1862 and 1S63, the years of 


the "big drought." Cattle died by the 
thousands. Rancho Los Alamitos was 
advertised for sale for $153, the 
amount of unpaid taxes on the prop- 
erty. No one offered to buy it. 


In 1866, 
unable to pay off the 


mortgage, Don Abel Stearns lost 
Rancho Los Alamitos to Michael 
Reese by foreclosure. 


Also in 1866, Don Juan Temple 


sold Rancho Los Cerrilos. 
27,(X>0 


acres, for $20,000 to Flint-Iiixby & 
Co., made up of Dr. Thomas Flint, 
his brother Benjamin, and Llewellyn 
Dixby. Jotham 
Bixby, a younger 


brother of Llewellyn, was maile man- 
ager. In 1869 Jotham Bixby bought 
a half interest in Los Cerritos, which 
then was principally a sheep ranch. 


John W. Bixby, cousin of Jotham 


and Llewellyn, came out from Maine 


• to help out with the ranch. Also from 
Maine came Susan Patterson Hath- 
away, sister of Jotham's wife, Mar- 
garet Hathaway Bixhy. to help with 
the children. 


SOON JOHN and Susan were mar- 


ried. Their son, Fred Hathaway Bix- 
by, was bom in Wilmington in 1875. 


In 1873 John W. Bixhy subleased 


a portion of Rancho Los Alamitos 
and with his wife and s m a l l son 
moved into the neglected old adobe, 
which had a dirt floor and sagging 
roof. 
Their first night Mrs. Bixby 


cooked in kettles over an open firr. 
Her husband nailed slats across a 
window to keep cattle from hooking 
their way into the house. That win- 
dow now can be pointed out in the 
heart of the Bixby home. 


In 1881 John W. Bixby persuaded 


I. W. Hellman, a Los Angeles banker, 
to come in for a third interest 
Rancho Los Alamitos was bought hy 
John W. Bixby, I. W. Hellman and 
the Bixby Co.—with John as the man- 
ager. 


John W. Bixby and Hellman visual- 


ised great expansion, with Alamitos 
Bay as the harbor for Long Beach. It 
was a natural harbor. (The pr'esc-nt 
harbor on the west side is man-made.) 


Unfortunately, in 1887 when he 


was only 38 years old, John W. Bixby 
died. His third of Rancho Los Ala- 
mitos went to his widow, Susan, and 
their two children, Fred, 12, and 
Susanna, 7. 


Fred H. Bixby and Florence Eliza- 


beth Green were married in 1698 
shortly after they were graduated 
from the University of California at 
Berkeley. 


From then until 1906 Fred H. Bixby 


leased the property from his mother 
and sister. Mrs. John W. Bixby died 
in 1906. That year, Fred H. Bixby and 
his wife moved into the old adobe 
with their three children (soon to be 
four, and later five). 


FRED H. BIXBY was a "working 


rancher" and the ranch 
under his 


management was a "working ranch," 
blooded horses, blooded cat tic. up-to- 
date farming and ranching methods. 
Employes called him "Boss." 
He 


broke mules when he was in his COs, 
he roped horses for exercise when 
he was in his 70s. 


Bixby's Shire horses and 
Polled 


(without horns) Herefords brought 
prizes wherever they were shown. He 
crossed Shire stallions and donkeys 
and raised the biggest, strongest 
mules in the country. 


He was president of the National 


Livestock Assn., president of the 
California State Fair Board. He pave 
a large grant to the University of

WISHING supplies mankind 
* 
around the world with 


food and sport, and the ways 
of the fisherman are varied. 
Anglers in the Long Beach- 
Orange County coastal area 
make most of their catches 
with rod and reel, but Nova 
Scotians in the Day of Fundy 
area have a drive-in method 
that lets tlic tides do much 
of the work. 


The difference between the 


high and the low tides In the 
Bay of Fundy is a matter of 
20 to 25 feet. Water drains 
out swiftly in one hour. A 
few hours Liter it comes 
pushing back with a force 
not to be denied. And when It 
rolls in it brings shad by 
the thousands. Accordingly, 
the early fishermen set high, 
heavily-braced poles Into the 


sanj at low tide level, about 
three miles out from shore 
proper. Between these poles, 
using only about the top one 
third, the fishermen string 
their nets a "tennis court" in 
tho sea. 


THE INCOMING tide bel- 


lies the middle of the nets 
like wind-blown sails. The 
shad become tangled in the 
mesh and there they hang as 
the tide goes out and the 
fishermen come in. 


Sturdy horses draw wag- 


ons with ladders and men. 
Arriving at the nets one man 
stays in the wagon, picks the 
fish that are within his reach 
and manages the horse. Other 
men use ladders set in the 
sand to reach the catch. The 
fish are tossed into the wag-

Doll-making was so fas- 
cinating that it continued to 
be her hobby after she mar- 
ried and retired from busi-

who is a member of the South- 
cm California Hand Weavers, 
was the first in California to 
possess a pair of the Lilly 
Kraus dolls. Most interesting 
to the 'Twenty-Five Weav- 
ers" of the local group are 
the hand-woven clothes on 
the dolls and the spindle and 
distaff carried by the "Chim- 
borazo Woman." 


Weaving is as old as civili- 


zation in Ecuador. 


On the roads leading to 


Otavado, they carry woven 
goods, fruits, vegetables, or 
chickens in small coops 
strapped to their backs. 


Dressed in bright-colored 


ponchos and mushroom- 
shaped hats, some Otavado 
Indians wear sandals, many 
are barefoot, and about their 
waists are belts — chumpis— 
decorated with symbols of 
their ancient religion. 


GROUTS of w o m e n in 


swishing skirts trot along 
with their husbands. Babies 
arc usually strapped on their 
backs, and they chatter in 
Quechua (the Incan language) 
while their busy hands spin 
thread. A distaff for the wool 
is placed under the arm and 
the wool is drawn from it by 
the thumb and index fingers, 
which are moistened in the 
mouth of the spinner. When 
the spindel is given a whirl.

Problems in Math 


By Harry /Corns 


i Research Aticc!«*es 


: "My daughter knows her maih and can 
" work problems quickly in her head. Vet her 
school papers reveal all sorts of m i n o r mistakes 
which cut her grade down. What's the trouble—and 
the remedy?" 


ANSWER: The difficulty sounds familiar. 
A father recently described to us his experience 


with this seventh-grader 
during the first days of this 
school term. The teacher 
ila(j assigned review prob- 
lems in addition, subtrac- 
tion and multiplication— 
processes which the boy 
had mastered in fifth and 


\\ sixth grade. The father spot- 
' checked the boy's work and 


found the answers correct. 
Rut the boy brought home 
"D's." 


Ilic father's fiist impulse was to write a lirisk 


note to the teacher. But he decided instead to give 
ihe son's pa|>crs a second inspection. 


Tme, the work had been done correctly, but prob- 


lems had been copied incorrectly from the textbook. 
The child had gotten the right answers to the wrong 
problems. Naturally, his answers did not fit the key 
used by the teacher in grading papers. 


IN SEVERAL CASES, the youngster, while doing 


accurate work on problems correctly copied, had not 
clone the kind of work assigned. For example, he had 
added when the book called for multiplication. An- 
other error resulted from writing numbers careless- 
ly: a nine was written like a seven. 


He had copied his work a second time for the 


sake of neatness and in doing so had put down wrong 
numbers—purely a mechanical error which did not re- 
flect on his mathematical ability but which neverthe- 
less cost him a grade point 


To describe such mistakes is to prescribe the 


remedy—greater care. Encourage your child to: 


1. Double-check and make sure all numbers are 


copied correctly. 


2. Write numbers clearly and distinctly and avoid 


making sevens like nines, zeroes like sixes, and sixes 
like ones. 


3. Determine whether symbols require addition, 


subtraction or multiplication. 


•4. Do neat work the first time, thus avoiding the 


chances of error that go with copying work over. 


5. Place each number where it belongs in relation 


to other numbers. Numbers out of line don't add up 
to the right answer.

Charles. F. Lummis came 


upon the California scene in 
1885, having walked 3,507 
miles from Ohio to Los An- 
geles to take up editorship of 
the Times. During the 1-43- 
day tramp he sent weekly dis- 
patches ahead to the paper, 
recoMntinp his experiences en 
routi, in typical Lummis vein 
—dramat'c, often lurid, not 
always credible. 


AND THIS was an incon- 


gruity. 
Because the 
man 


came from a strict New Eng- 
land background where right 
was right, wrong was wrong, 
and a fact in fancy dress was 
suspect. And he was a min- 
ister's son. 


From the lime that his 


mother died when he was 3, 
Charles lived in a predomi- 
nately feminine world, first 
with relatives and later in a 
female seminary where his 
father taught after giving up 
the ministry. The boy was 
willful and spoiled from the 
undivided 
attention of 
so 


many young women. 


Here began a life of non- 


conformity and studied show- 
manship upon which his Pur- 
itan conscience never ceased 
to exact payment, if we are 
to believe that conflict be- 
tween standards and actual 
ways of life can affect man 
physically. 


Guilt created hy two mar- 


riages and 
nn illegitimate 


daughter who as a young 
woman came to live in the 
Lummis household may have 
been contributing factors to 
his dramatic illnesses — pa- 
ralysis before the age of 30, 
from 
which he recovered; 


blindness from which he just 
as miraculously recovered. 


But showmanship was as 


much a part of Charles Lum- 
mis as the rarified California 
air that he wrote about when 
he 
became 
editor of 
the 


magazine. 
"I-aml 
of Sun- 


shine." For the magazine he 
developed and p u b l i s h e d 
some of the best 
western 


talent of the day and F.I Alisnl 
became famous as a salon for 
which artists .ind millionaire 
alike vied for invitations. 


DON CARLOS, as Lummis 


called himself after he had 
made final rejection of the 
cast, was an author of many 
books. Without formal train- 
ing 
he 
was 
.\n 
e.xcellent 


archcologist. He championed 
four California Missions. The 
King of Sp.lin knighted him- 
for. >\yritinjj* . uu . ijMin, in! 
, 


America. 
He founded the 


Southwest Museum. And he 
was a librarian. 


As city librarian for Los 


Angeles, he built one of the 
best reference departments in 
the Far West. 


That he worked hard at 


rebellion cannot be denied. 
However some of his hi-jinks 
point more to an inordinate 
need for attention. But the 
stories made good telling — 
spreading mustard on pie, 
preferring flint and steel to 
matches, b u r s t i n g into a 
roomful of guests clad only 
in loosely knit white under- 
wear.

out for the land of sunshine's 
prime booster. Although dy- 
ing of cancer, he set himself

Shooting scenics with Infrared film, at detcribed In 
accompanying article, brings unconventional results. 


raphy is a dark red (Wrattcn 
A or equivalent) filter over 
your lens. With this setup, 
shooting is done in the same 
manner as with conventional 
black - and - white materials. 
Dut the resulting pictures arc 
far from conventional. Blue 
skies are rendered so dark 
they look almost black; clouds 
pop out with their whiteness. 
Over-all contrast within the 
scene Is increased noticeably 
over normal. Green grass and 
leaves appear white, as if cov- 
ered by snow. Details in the 
far distance of the scene show 
with remarkable clarity. The 
over-all effect of such an in- 
frared photograph is unlike 
anything possible with other 
available films, color or black- 
and-white.

Cover 
the home with a piece of 
strong glass with a small 
open space at one end. 


Handle the salamander pre- 


ferably only with wet hands. 


THE PCT will sleep days 


and stay awake nights unless 
you feed it during the day. 
It eats insects, plant lice, 
worms, caterpillars, ground 
fish, slivers of raw meat. 


The common newt, pic- 


tured with this article, is an 
easy-to-keep salamander. 
After a tadpole stage, it be- 
comes a reddish eft and 
spends two or three years on 
land. When it starts to turn 
yellowish-green, 
it 
returns 


to water and develops a 
broad tail for swimming pur- 
poses. Both the eft and grown 
newt have black-rimmed red 
dots along the sides. Length 
is three to four inches. 


The 
spotted 
salamander 


has large yellow or orange 
spots on a black back. It at- 
tains seven inches and pre- 
fers land so it can be found 
under stones and fallen logs 
and easily carried home in a 
screw-top jar with air holes 
punched in the top and wet 
moss on the bottom. The 
yellow - striped 
tiger 
sala- 


mander never leaves water. 
The red salamander, marked 
with 
brown 
spots 
when 


young, enjoys both water and 
air. The 
giant land 
sala- 


mander of the west lives in 
damp wooded areas but is 
shy and nocturnal so seldom 
seen. The newest salamander, 
obtainable from dealers, is 
the Japanese newt. 


SALAMANDER eggs may 


be collected in the spring. 
They are jelly-like and re- 
semble frog eggs. The newt's 
eggs are separate and arc 
found on leaves of under- 
water plants. When removing 
eggs, take the whole plant 
home in a bucket and water 
and put it in an aquarium 
without fish.

Disbud Camellias 


Camellias are prone to set- 


ting more buds than are good 
for them with the result that 
individual blooms have less 
quality than they should. The 
California Association of Nur- 
serymen recommends disbud- 
ding this month or next, be- 
fore the plants come into 
bloom and waste their ener- 
gies on too many buds. 


Never leave two ljuds to- 


gether, thinning them out to 
some three or four inches 
apart 
along the branches. 


When forced to choose be- 
tween two buds, pinch off the 
one that faces up into the dis- 
figuring elements of sun and 
rain.

hybrid delphiniums about 


now or even a bit later, at the 
back part of a sunny flower 
bed. Fertilize them at least

Space the plants about 15 


inches apart in a staggered 
row, at least five plants to a 
group.

and bulbs should be set out 
now. Depending upon size of 
the flower bed, set out small 
or large masses of flowers 
and bulbs. 


MASS calendulas for or-

As you look at the bed

with manure and leaf mold 
or premoistened peat moss 
has been worked in, you'd get 
much better results by pre- 
paring the soil before plant- 
ing. 


Most practical and effec- 


tive soil preparation is to 
spread a two-inch layer of 
manure and two-inch layer 
of cither leaf mold, prcmois- 
tcned peat moss, or an al- 
ready processed mulch ma- 
terial. 
Dig these in shovel 


depth and soak down thor- 
oughly. Extra heavy, packed 
soil should be treated with a 
fast action liquid soil condi- 
tioner that combats alkali, 


and prevents packing. 


A few days later dig over 


the bed and soak It down 
again. A week or so later, 
rake the soil to level it and 
it is ready for planting. 


Where the time clement is 


limited and the soil cannot 
be prepared as recommended, 
work a generous handful of 
leaf mold, or premoistened 
peat moss, or an already pre- 
pared mulch material into 
each 
hole 
for 
the 
small 


plants. 


Plants set in prepared soil 


start to grow quicker, devel- 
op into huskier plants, and 
flower much better.

I know 
of many St. Augustine lawns 
growing beautifully in South- 
ern California and, unless 
you object to their thick, 
shaggy appearance, you can- 
not have a lawn that is less 
trouble to keep healthy and 
beautiful. 


A St. A u g u s t i n e lawn 


should be started from flats 
in the spring; however, if you 
prefer blue grass or clover, 
the best time to put them in 
is between Oct. I and Oct. 15. 


R e m e m b e r that proper 


preparation of the soil prior 
to planting any lawn is ultra 
important. Bone meal (50 Ibs. 
per 1,000 sq. ft.), soil sulphur 
(30 Ibs. per 1,000 sq. ft.) and 
iron sulphate (copperas fer- 
rous) (10 Ibs. to 1,000 sq. ft.) 
should be worked into the 
soil b e f o r e the lawn is 
planted.

40 inches long. 33 inches 
wide.

Weinbcrg. "I still water it 
three or four times a day. It 
has a lot of 'babies' coming 
up around it. Some of these 
are four feet tall, and they're 
going to be big. too."

Dress Up Blank Walls 


V* LANK walls can be dressed 


up with climbing vines or 


cspalicred shrubs. Vines re- 
quire an open frame trellis 
with light members. One-inch 
redwood strips are recom- 
mended, because redwood re- 
sists termites and rotting and 
shrinks and swells less than 
other woods. The strips can 
be placed in an interesting 
pattern to add interest to the 
wall even before the vine has 
its growth.

To TV or Not TV 


. By WILBUR C. LAN'DREY 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI)—South Africa is one of 


the few civilized places in the world without 


television. 


There isn't any—a fact striking to Americans and 


Europeans used to their livingroom television. Most 
other things in South Africa are mighty like home 
here in contrast to the newly independent and un- 
derdeveloped states to the North. 


Television is coming here, too—but WHEN is 


an explosive question both politically and tech- 
nically. 


While the black African states to the north are 


in a hurry to acquire television stations as status 
symbols and as a means to reach largely illiterate 
populations. South Africa is in no hurrv. 


• * • • * • + " 


ONE NEWSPAPER earlier this year predicted it 


would come in 18 months. The minister of posts 
and telegraphs. Dr. Albert Iiertzog. reported in 
parliament that as far as he could see South Africa 
would never have television at all. 


The best pucssers would guess "never at all" 


means 1965 or 10GC. 


The launching of Telstar — with its promise of 


eevntual international television — brought the 
question back into the political areana again. As 
the anti-government "Rand Daily Mail" commented 
then: 


"Before many years arc out, television will be 


worldwide and the efforts of our government to 
isolate us from its effects will seem even more 
ridiculous than they are now." 


* * * 
RADIO IN SOUTH AFRICA is run by a public 


corporation—the South African Broadcasting Corp. 
(SABC). The act under which it operates left the 
decision on television squarely up to the govern- 
ment. 


Critics have sometimes charged that the go- 


slow on television is another attempt to "isolate" 
South Africans from a hostile outside world. 


The question is complicated. Like most things 


in this country, it is bedeviled by the fact that 
white South Africans are divided into those whose 
first language is English and those whose first lan- 
guage is Afrikaans. 


To start television, there would he a ready-made 


supply of programs in English from America and 
Britain. But Afrikaans is spoken nowhere outside 
of South Africa, although Dutch and Flemish are 
similar. The government, an Afrikaner nationalist 
government, is sensitive to the problem. 
* 
+ 
+ 


ANOTHER PROBLEM is how many channels to 


allot. Will there be separate English and Afrikaans 
language channels as in sound broadcasting, or 
will there be only one channel for the whites which 
will help familiarize each group with the other's 
language? 


And what about channels for the black Africans 


who outnumber the whites by three to one? 


Finally, there is some concern over the moral 


effect of television on South African youth. Dr. 
Hcrtzog already has pointed out that a British com- 
mission of inquiry has found TV a major cause of 
teen-age crime. 


In all this, the South African press has been 


torn between the desire to rhide the government 
for heel-dragging and the fear of possible compe- 
tition when television comes. 


I understand TV doesn't 


guarantee programs as sched- 
uled, but when I sit up late 
to watch a program as impor- 
tant as I felt that one might 
be, entitled "Argument—Ben 
Hunter—What to Do About 
Cuba." I'd like to know what 
caused the cancellation.

INTELLIGENCE REPORT 


LONG LIFE RECIPE, Kant to live a long life? Be 
born a Swedish girl and get yourself married. 
A special mortality study compiled by the United 
Nations reveals that married men and women live 
longer than the unmarried and that married 
Swedish women have the longest life expectancy 
in the world — 75. 


FALLOUT ANTIDOTE The most common and dangerous 
component of radioactive fallout is Strontium 
90. A Finnish scientist. Dr. Kai Setala of 
Helsinki University, claims he has devised a 
simple means of eliminating Strontium 90 from 
the human body, removing it from the sweat and 
saliva where it concentrates. The antidote is a 
soapy white substance trade-named Beronium. It 
is being manufactured in three forms — a pill, 
a skin lotion, and a toothpaste — by the Finnish 
drug firm of Berner & Co., which has applied 
for provisional patents in 42 countries. 
Experiments are currently underway on animals. 


HORSE SALES UP. TV westerns have not only 
helped boom the gun business but also the sale 
of horses on the installment plan -- especially 
in Canada.

Vatican's 


magnificent 


showman

VATICAN CIM. 


FEW OF TIIF. THOUSANDS at the Ecumenical Council 
now meeting here may notice a slim figure who al- 
ways seems In lie at the siilc of Pope Jnhn XXIII. 


Yet the sue inspiring proceedings of the first such 


world assembly of the Itoman Calholie Churili in 92 
years owe their flawless functioning to him: Msgr. 
Enrico Dante, 78-year-olil Prefect of the Masters of 
Pontifical Ceremonies. Other faiths are present as 
observers. 


Oner tletcrilied by a nrtrtmun a* 'ringmaster of 


the moil magnificent itiotr on earth," he it retporuilile 
for ttaging all ritual* taking place in the Vatican and 
all function* anywhere inrolring the Fope. The meet- 
ing now under tray in the gold and tcarlet-trapped 
Council Hall repretentt Mtgr. Dante'* greatett tett. 


l-ong years of sen ire at the Vatican, including 15 


years in his present post, have prepared him for this 
challenge. Up to this ueck, his masterpiece of spec- 
tacle-staging is generally considered to have been Pope 
John's coronation. In fact, it was Msgr. Dante who, 
on that eventful day of November 4, 1958, placed the 
golden liara on the head of Cardinal Honcalli, thus 
officially making him the new PontilT. 


Msgr. Dante's conlness and calm have been strongly 


tested since then. For the present Pontiffs informality, 
his disregard of protocol and his dislike of schedules 
hake kept his prefect on a continuous alert. The Pope 
ran order a List minute change in itinerary, suddenly 
decide In visit an old friend or a churih he had seen 
years liefore. Frequently he has stopped to talk with 


someone and thrown a carefully arranged program 
out of kilter. 


During the Pope's 1958 visit to Rome's city jail, 


an employe, instead of kneeling when-being pre- 
sented, ran forward and extended his hand. Some of 
the prelates gasped in horror, but Msgr. Dante only 
smiled and imperceptibly edged the over-friendly em- 
ploye to one side. 


Mtgr. Dante un't alirayt able to atold titualiora. 


Sometime* he hat had no choice but to dote hi* eye*. 
In 1959 the Fope trent to Tratterere, the tcorlen 
iliitrict of Rome, irhere hr face communion to 40 
Imy*. During the reception one of the mother* offered 
him a cup of coffee and a bun. Without a moment'* 
hetitalion John taid, "I accept with thank*," and 
ttarted eating heartily. 


The advent of television has brought some new anil 


disturbing elements into Msgr. Dante's work. This 
year the Pope resumed visiting the Lenten Stations 
after a lapse of 200 years. While he was delivering a 
church sermon, huge spotlights set up for televising 
the ceremony flashed around the interior, blinding 
spectators. In the middle of a sentence the Pope 
abruptly stopped and said to Msgr. Dante, Take those 
bothersome things away." The prefect made a quirk 
gesture and the lights immediately went off. Then he 
was seen to disappear from the Pope's side for a few 
minutes. When the lights came on again, they were 
softer and stationary. 


Audience Manager 


Msgr. Dante's day-to-day task is the directing of 


papal audiences. Endless visitors want to meet the 
Pope, who every day devotes five hours to receiving 
indikiduals and groups. These ran IK* anything from a 
team of bicycle racers to heads of governments. 


Recently member* of an Italian circa* performed 


their act* in the Hall of Audience*. The erenl recalled 
medieral time*, tchen juggler* and acroltat* irrrr in 
conttant attendance upon the pope*. Mtgr. Dante 
handled thi* trim the tsme aplomb icith irhich he 
tmoothed the tray for General KurnJioirrr antl mem- 
lirrt of the Kennedy family. 


Showmen from many countries have watched with 


admiration as Msgr. Dante's long, ivory-toned fingers 
mote constantly but without haste, as hr subtly 
orders or reminds participants where and nhcn to 
stand, sit or kneel, to speak or remain silent. 


His flair for coordination, as he keeps things mov- 


ing with unobtrusive gestures and whispered instruc- 
tions, steins frum a unique combination of athlete and 
organi/er. When young he was an enthusiastic foot- 
ball and tennis player, went In for long-distanrc 
swimming and mountain climbing. As a young priest 
lie helped develop the Pro Homa athletic organisation, 
later to become the Home professional foottial! team, 
one of the most important in Italy. 


Msgr. Dante almost had a diplomatic career. But, 


lie says, "I failed as a diplomat before I began." This 
happened in 1923 when Pope Benedict XV wanted 
him to reopen—after World War I—the Apostolic 
Nunciature in Paris. Filling this office nould almost 
automatically haic given him the rank of cardinal, but 
Msgr. Dante declined the ofTcr rather than leave his 
two sisters behind in Rome. 


One of the dramas of his life has been the desire of 


luo popes to make him a cardinal, and his pious re- 
fusal of the honor. Despite this, there are many in the 
Vatican who think that when, in 1960, Pope John 
chose three secret rardinals in r*c»orr("within the 
breast") Msgr. Dante was one of these and that his 
name uill l>e revealed at the Pope's pleasure. 


\o matter trhat hi* rank, though, Enrico Dante 


tcill continue to play a key role in the current at- 
tembly, trhieh Fope John hat called "the mott mor- 
ing and mott mlemn ipectacle erer offered 
to the 


irorld, to the angel* and to men."

Her father, 
Lothrop Motley Weld. Harvard "20, was the platbnr 
scion nf an old, prominent. Healthy New England 
family. Her mother, Aileen, daughter of famed illus- 
trator Balfour Kcr, was I othmp Weld's fourth wife. 


When Weld died of a uimnarr at 49 in 1946, he 


left no money. (His heart was so bad no company 
Mould insure him.) What he did leave tvas a widow 
and five children—Inn sons by a previous marriage 
and three children by his marriage to Aileen. 


Tuesday was the last of these. She was born of a 


distinguished family tree In the Salvation Army Hos- 
pital iri New York on August 27, 1943. She was bom 
into an incongruous norld of impeccable social back- 
ground and almost absolute poverty. 


Her mother named her Susan "because," she ex- 


plains, "they, wouldn't let me tale her out of the hos- 
pital unless I named her something. Hut tnn months 
after she was born, I named her Tuesday, and shc'i 
been Tuesday ever since." 


They lived in a coldwater 
flat in Manhattan's slums 


Tuesday and her sister Sally, eight years her senior, 


and a brother David, six years older, were raived in the 
heart of Manhattan. They lited with their mother in 
a slum tenement, a ground-floor coldwater flat on 
First Atcnue and 53rd Street for which they paid S20 
per month rent. The flat had no bathroom, and the 
lavatory wis a community project located in the hall. 


Mrs. Weld norkcd ixrasionally as a sales clerk in 


department stores, managed to keep her brood to- 
gether and survive on her pitiful earnings plus a small 
allowance from her mother-in-law.

sessions by family doctors as well as psychiatrists. 


It's part of an exciting development in American 


psychiatry. There are slightly more than 11,000 psy- 
chiatrists to scne the entire nation. Obviously, something 
has to IK done to "stretch" psychiatric treatment and put 
it within financial reach of more people.

experts refer to sessions) is not replacing the 50-minute 
hour for patients in deep psychoanalysis.

Moss of Chicago, chairman of the 
Illinois AcaJcmy of General Practice mental health com- 
mittee, tells of a 34-year old divorcee who complained of 
stomach cramps. 


She had no physical problems, so Dr. Moss asked her 


to discuss am thing she deemed important. In a single 
session, the patient revealed that she was B°inS out w''h 
tuo men. On dates with one of them, she disclosed, the 
stomach discomfort occurred. With the other, it did not. 


Then she told why one of her suitors made her frel 


tense and jittery. The.next day—after "ventilating" her 
problem (a vital process in any type of psychotherapy), 
the stomach pains disappeared. She made her choice and 
has been free of symptoms for several weeks. 


Depressions, arising from death in the family, illness, 


or job difficulties, yield at times to brief therapy. 


Dr. Francis Nlcoile of New Orleans tells of a 33-year- 


old mother of three who became terribly depressed be- 
cause she disliked her stepfather. In just six sessions, she 
came to understand the source of her depression. Her 
guilt feelings were alleviated and she happily returned to 
her duties as wife and mother. 


Sudden but common stress periods bring countless 


candidates for brief therapy to the doctor's office. 


A 55-year-old California woman used to break out in 


a rash every time her son and daughter-in-law had a 
marital spat. The rash tinered her hands and caused her 
endless grief and pain. In just three brief sessions, she 
began to accept the fact that her son and daughter-in- 
law really loicd each other and that their arguments 
were "normal." With this rcali/ation, her rash gradually 
disappeared. She has been symptom-free for months. 
T 


ins WOMAN has a "fragile" personality and may.need 
brief thcr.ipy again as other stressful situations arise, 


hut therapy will always be available to help cushion her 
emotional upheaval. Hers is not an exceptional case. As 
Dr. William U. Tcrhune of the Silver Hill Foundation, 
New Canaan, Conn., points out, "Every individual ex- 
periences serious stress several times in life which may 
require treatment." 


Where can the patient go for brief. low-cost psycho- 


therapy? In a few cities around the U. S., psychiatrists 
offer it. Some outpatient psychiatric clinics do, too.

MICKEY MANTLE of the 
Yankees, for instance, bought an antique Cherrolet 
with then fellow-Yanks DON LARSEN, TOM STUR- 
DIVANT and JOHN BLANCHARD to drive back and 
forth to the Stadium. It cost $100. "But that doesn't 
count oil," Mantle says. "You had to stop at every gas 
station and say, 'Check the gas and fill with oil'." 


SEN. HUBERT HUMPHREY of Minnetota bought 


hit fint car in 1333, with three clatimalet at Denver 
College of Pharmacy. They paid $33S each. For the 
rett of the year Humphrey tcrimped and tared to buy 
the othert out. Then he took the car back to Huron, 
SJJ^ and drove it a year. One day he needed a ttake 
for a big weekend, to he told the car for f 9 and bleic 
it all on a football game, dinner and an evening out. 


Several Americans learned to drive in their fint 


cars. Baseball comedian AL SCHACHT, driving his 
first car—a 1928 Will St. Clair—home from a 
Tampa, Fla., agency, was accompanied by TRIS 
SPEAKER. "Speaker knew I knew practically nothing 
about cars," Schacht recalls. "So when we were in 
the heaviest traffic, he knocked the gearshift into 
neutral. I hadn't the slightest idea why it wouldn't go. 
Finally a cop came over and he couldn't figure it out 
either. So we called a mechanic and he got it back in 
gear. A few- blocks later. Speaker did it again. But this 
lime he couldn't contain himself and he confessed." 


The president of the American Medical Associa- 


tion, DR. GEORGE M. FISTER of Ogdcn, Utah, got 
his first car in 1919—a 1916 Dodge coupe. He was 
just out of medical school. He taught himself to dri\e 
and set out with his father for Salt Lake City. 


Sideswiped Cow

One day it just 
disappeared completely. Later I heard that Kenny 
O'DonncII's brother had borrowed it and smashed it 
into a concrete abutment." 


SEN. PAT McNAMARA of Michigan says he bought 


his first car, an old Rco, when he not only had never 
driven a car but hadn't even ridden In one. He bought 
it second hand, closing the deal with the owner's 
mother, who didn't know how to drive it cither. It 
took him all afternoon to figure out how the car 
started, and then the rest of the afternoon to get it 
home. "As I recall," says McNamara, "there was one 
pedal combining brake and clutch, which made things 
rather complicated. 


"ll't funny," he addt, "that all that fnt 
month, 


while I wot learning to drice, my father alirayt rode 
with me. But after I learned how, he taid I drove too 
fait, lie never would get in the car again." 


Women remember their first cars, too. Actress 


ANN HARDING, for instance, had a "tenth-hand 
Buick roadster", which had a top speed of about 38 
mph. "I always named my cars," she says, "and I 
named that one 'Hedgehog.' That was because it 
couldn't be a road hog, not at that speed. One rainy 
night I was crossing the Jersey meadows when sud- 
denly I came upon a detour sign and a man signalling 
me to stop. Well, I wasn't stopping at night for any- 
body. So I zigzagged around him and kept going. I 
don't know who he was, but he fired a gun at roe. 
Luckily, he was a bad shot and only winged the win- 
dow. It's hard to make a getaway at 38 mph."

AN A WANT AD in a newspaper bring a 
home, devoted parents, two brothers and 


a dog to a homeless child? 


A classified ad brouRht all these things 


and more to a 10-year-old little Rirl named 
Irene. The child, once a ward of Ontario's 
Department of Public Welfare, is now the 
adopted daughter of Ifo and Frieda Schcll. 
(These names are, of course, fiilitious.) 


The youngster, who had been out on loan 


to foster parents more than half her young 
life, lives in a nice home in a suburban 
area here. She has her own room, a daddy 
«ho lets her climb onto his lap, a loving 
mother, two older brothers and a family dog. 
Irene now has the lind of life little girls in 
fmtcr homes dream about. 


Irene'* nrtr home and nctr family came 


almut through an ad in the personal column 
ol a nrtnpaper. If* the unique method toed 
by the Frorince of Ontario'* Department of 
Welfare to place children out for adoption. 


The adcertiting program, irutituled in 


1959, utct "parent* iranted" adt trerkly in 18 
prorincial netrtpaper*. So far more than 500 
children hare been placed for adoption 
Ihroufh thete ad*. Thi* revolutionary method 
hat lieen *a tucceuful here, that oprncirt 
in the VS. are con/ing I*' technique. 


What makes it necessary to advertise for 


parents when by common report there arc 
more couples looting for children than then- 
arc children available for adoption? 


Special Cases 


Although the number of infants available 


for adoption is admittedly limited, the num- 
/x-r uf hard-to-place younfftet* i* far greater 
than the demaml. That's why Ontario adver- 
tises for parents for youngsters « bo arc older, 
who may have a handicap ur two or perhaps 
who are the issue of a mixed union. 


Irene was one 'of these hard-tn-adopt 


uiungstcrs. She was 8Vi and nobody came 
along who was charmed by her peppy person- 
ality, her warm cxprcssiic eyes or her sweet" 
smile. She lived in a shelter with 14 girls. 


Frieda and l*o Schell, parent* of (iro 


Imyt, annccrcd one of the ad* for a little 
Kill. They didn't ffl the one they irrote for, 
but their name tcent on a iroi/iiiR lilt. Then 
they heard almut Irene. 


"We were thrilled, excited but also a little 


frightened." Mrs. Schell says. 


"I had no idea of how an S-jcar-old girl 


would adjust to our home. We arc no experts 
in child raising. We- have muddled through 
with our own boys, but we figured that with 
C^id's help we could Rive this little girl the 
line and understanding that every child is 
enlitktl to." 


The Children's Aid Society arranged a 


"preiicw." This permits the prmptvtitc par- 
ents to \ iew a child w ithout an actual meeting 
—to sec if the child appeals to them. 


The case worker may talc the youngster to 


a playground or to the roo or to a restaurant 


MI that parents may sec the child in action. 
The first time the Schells saw Irene was at a 
restaurant in a large shopping center. 


"I'll never forget the day," said Frieda 


Sihell. "Irene was scaled at a table in a 
restaurant eating chips. She didn't know we 
were watching her, but she looked so cute as 
she chatted aivav with the social worker.

When they left to pi nailing we followed and 
when they stopped in front of a shoe store, 
our hearts went out to Irene. She was gazing 
fondly at a pair of high-heeled shoes." 


There was no question about it, they 


wanted Irene. In the meanwhile, their in- 
tended daughter was told that a family was 
interested In adopting her. The case worker 
told Irene about the two bop, Ron, then 16, 
and David, 13, and about Ginger, the dog. 


The day came for Irene to meet the family. 


Frieda Schell recall*, "/ trot to nenous I 
didn't know how to drett. I decided to trear 
a ttreater and skirt because Irene tnu gome 
(o be drcued informally. loiter Irene told me 
the didn't like irhat I irate." 


A Room of Her Own 


Irene arrived for dinner with the social 


worker. The first thing she inquired about 
was the dog, then she wanted to see "her" 
room. While Irene was only at the Schclls 
for a visit, the family had already been pre- 
paring to take her in. Leo Schell had redone 
his son David's room in feminine colors, his 
wife had changed the draperies and bed- 
spread to a more girlish pattern, and even 
David contributed something—a doll which 
he bought out of his savings. Irene came to 
live with the Schclls many weeks later. 


It was a probationary period. When the 


novelty of Irene's arrival wore off, problems 
started cropping up. 


*7 rememlicr our finl crisis," Mrs. Schell 


said. "My husband Leo is rery musical and 
both our boys play instruments. Leo fronted 
to leach Irene the piano and she hated it. 
One day she said to me, 'I'm not going (o 
play the piano anymore. And I Irani you to 
know,'the child added defiantly, 7 harcn't 
signed the adoption papers yet.'" 


While the child never has anything to do 


with adoption papers, the remarks were a

cutting blow to Mrs. Schell. She was very 
upset, and the incident so disillusioned Mr. 
Schell that he was on the verge of sending 
her back. 


With the experience of two boys behind 


her, Mrs. Schell took Irene aside and sternly 
told her she would have to obey her father. 


"If you don't discipline an adopted child, 


as you would your own, she feels that she 
doesn't belong. If you scold her, she then 
takes it to mean that you really care for her 
and that she really is a member of the family," 
Mrs. Schell'said. 


Several hours after the spat, Irene apolo- 


gized and agreed to take piano lessons. 


No family, with adopted children or not, 


gets away with just one problem. The next 
crisis concerned David. He wanted a bicycle

each problem may become a crisis 


luilly and lie finally £nt it on his birthday. 
Hut Irene got 2 Licyck almost immediately 
after her arrival.

One day, after being scolded by his 


mother, he blurted out. "Irene gets away 
«ith murder, and you always come after me 
for nothing." 


"David and I had a long, hard tall nhkh 


ended up with both of us crying," the 
mother said. "He thought I didn't love him 
anymore. After I explained bow much Irene 
nettled him as well as us, he started to un- 
derstand. Now they're like a regular brother 
and sister, they fight lite cats and dogs." 


Six-month Probation 


The family got along so well and adjusted 


so (juicily that it tool only a six-month pro- 
bationary period for the SchelU tn legally 
adopt their daughter. She's been a member 
of the family for a year and half no>v. 


The story of Irene is just one of many cases 


that have come through the Children's Aid 
Society. The Society currently has about 
3,000 children in foster homes, waiting for 
wine-tine lo adopt them. In addition to the 
(Ijssified ad program, the department has 
also tried putting some of these hard to-adopl 
children on television. For five minutes each 
Friday, several children arc seen at play on 
a program called l'<it's flace. Radio is alu> 
used to tell couples about available children.

First, her 10th 
birthday, and srcnnd, the first anniversary of 
her arrival as our adopted daughter. 


"She is a happy, well-adjusted little girl, a 


ray of sunshine and we cannot imagine our 
home without her. 


"We answered an ad in your paper placed 


by the Children's Aid Society and to anynnr 
contemplating adopting an older child we 
can only say, 'IX)NT l>c afraid.' "
